10,542, 
MAKING A TORY CABINET 


-SIR STAFFORD NORTHCOTE ° TO 

HAVE A MINOR PLACE. 

SSIR MICHAEL HICKS-BEACH TO BE CHAN- 
CELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER — MR. 
GLADSTONE DECLINES AN EARLDOM. 

Lonpon, June 16.—It is semi-officially 
announced that Sir Stafford Northcote 

will be created a peer and be given a 

minor place in the Cabinet; that Lord 

Salisbury will be Premier and Secretary 

ef State for Foreign Affairs, and that Sir 

Michael E. Hicks-Beach will be Chancellor 


of the Exchequer and leader in the House 
of Commons. 

Lord Salisbury has definitely accepted 
the Premiership. It is stated that Sir 
Stafford Northcote has accepted a 
peerage, leaving Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach to lead the Conservatives in 
the House of Commons. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill will have an impor- 
tant position in the new Cabinet, 
but the distribution of portfolios will not 
be decided until the arrival of the Queen, 
who is traveling with the utmost speed. 
Lord Randolph Churchill agreed to the 
renewal of the Coercion act on condition 
that it only be enforced if found impera- 
tive. 

Lord Randolph Churchill had a confer- 
ence of an hour to-day with the Marquis 
of Salisbury, at the close of which Lord 
Randolph proceeded to the Carlton Club. 
There the members were gathered to hear 
the result of his conference with the Mar- 
quis. It 1s understood that their differ- 
ences have been arranged. Conservatives 
in general are disappointed that no prog- 
ress has been made since yesterday, and 
the fear is expressed that the delay in 
forming a Cabinet will damage the pros- 
pects of the Tory Party in the approach- 
ing general elections. Matters just now 
are at a standstill. The Conservatives ap- 
pear reluctant to take office until the 
opinion of the whole party can be taken. 

The Marquis of Salisbury will confer 
with the Queen again to-morrow. In the 
meantime nothing will be done regarding 
foreign, colonial, or Indian affairs without 
the Marquis of Salisbury having been first 
consulted. The Queen left Balmoral Cas- 
tle at 2 o’clock this afternoon for Windsor. 
Her Majesty was accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice. 

Tine Earl of Carnarvon, who was Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies in 1866-7 and 
again from 1874 to 1878; Baron Rowton, 
the well known private secretary ef the 
late Earl of Beaconsfield; Sir Michael Ed- 


ward Hicks-Beach, at present a member 
of Parliament and at one time Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, and Lord John 
Manners, who has been three times First 
Commissioner of Works, with a seat in 
the Cabinet, and Postmaster-General from 
1874 to 1880, were in conference to-day 
with the Marquis of Salisbury. 

Several Liberal Ministers held an in- 
formal meeting at Mr. Gladstone’s resi- 
dence to-day to decide upon their action 
in response to the Conservative overtures 
for ere 

Lord Randolph Churchill’s action yes- 
terday is generally attributed to fear that 
Lord Salisbury and other leaders would 
ignore his claims to office, and to desire to 
retard the progress of the Seats bill in 
erder te givea chance, if possible, to ap- 
peal to the old constituencies, which are 
more likely to support the Conservatives. 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, Home 
Secretary in Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, ad- 
Gressing a meeting of Liberals to-night mn 
St. James’s Hall, denied that the Liberal 
Government had courted defeat. The 
Tories had at last overthrown 
the Government by an alliance 
with the Parnellites, with whom 
they; ,had nothing in common, and 
were now in an embarrassed position. He 
hoped the Tories would not negotiate with 
Russia in the spirit of the late speeches of 
Lord Rande!ph Churchill and the Marquis 
of Salisbury. Sir William gave assurances, 
however, that the Tories should have fair 
play, and if they labored for peace should 
have the support of the Liberal Party 
also. The Tories, he said, might squabble 
about their leaders, but the Liberals 
would have no dissensions about theirs. 
The Liberals were mobilizing their forces 
for a great campaign. They would fight 
it for the old cause and with the old 
leader, on whose honored head would be 
placed the crown of final victory. The 
meeting was crowded to excess and the 
greatest enthusiasm was displayed. 


Lonpon, June 17.—The Queen has of- 
fered Mr. Gladstone an Earldom in recog- 
nition of his services to the Queen and 
the country. Mr. Gladstone has asked that 
he be allowed to forego the honor. The 
News, in an editorial on,this subject, 
rejoices at Mr. Gladstone's decision, and 
says that no title could add to his fame or 
enhance the devotion of his countless ad- 
mirers; besides, his leadership is required 
in the coming struggle to secure unity in 
the Liberal cause. 


DuBLIN, June 16.—T. D. Sullivan, mem- 
ber of Parliament for the county of West- 
meath, presided at a League meeting here 
last evening. He said that ‘* coercion’’ 
now was impossible. The Irish members 
ot Parliament, he said, would treat the 
Conservative Cabinet about to be formed 
in amanner not dissimilar to that which 
characterized their treatment of the Glad- 
stone Ministry 1f the Conservatives should 
treat Ireland in the same way as the Lib- 
eral Government had done. The pros- 
pects for Ireland, said Mr. Sullivan, were 
never brighter. 

The Parnellites are organizing for the 
purpose of holding a demonstration to 
show their pleasure at the departure of 
Earl Spencer. Lord Lieutenant, from Ire- 
jand on Saturday next.

Crowds of people were at the 
railway station and received the visitors with 
thundering cheers. The Burgomaster was pres- 
ent and delivered an address of welcome. Allof 
the national societies in Prague and the sur- 
rounding country united in a grand procession, 
with many bands of music and a great display of 
banners. The streets through which the proces- 
sion marched from the railway station to the 
new Czech Theatre were lined ‘with people. 


CurcaGo, June 16.—The Czech Theatrical 
Company, of Chicago, is an amateur organiza- 
tion of no mean vretensions. The members be- 
long to the best classes of local Bohemian 
society, and such men as Mesers. Kadlec 
and Belobradski have taken great interest 
in its development. They have given regular 
performances in Aurora Turner Hall and 
in other resorts on the south side 
where their countrymen are most thickly 
settled, and by dint of enthusiastic efforts and 
perseverance attained mimic powers of no mean 
order. A few months ago the company per- 
formed a new and origina! drama in Czech, writ- 
ten by alocai Czech author, whose plot was 
taken from Bohemian history, and the perform- 
ance created a great commotion among the

THE RAVAGES OF CHOLERA- * 

MADRID, June 16.—There were 5 new 
eases of cholera in this city yesterday and 1 
death from the same disease. In the city of 
Valencia there were 2 fresh casesy but no 
death. In the Province of Valencia, however, 
outside of the city, there were 48 new cases and 
2? deaths. The city of Murcia reports 40 new 
cases and 7 deaths. while the other parts of the 
Province of Murcia rcturn 12 fresh cases and 4 
fleatus. 

_ In the Province of Castellon de la Plana yes- 
terday there were 6 cases of cholera and 60 








deaths. Thirty thousand people have fied from 
Murcia, owing to the terrible dread of the dis- 
ease which has taken possession of the people. 
In the city of Murcia alone, yesterday, there 
were, according to the latest returns, 64 fresh 
cases of cholera and 39 deaths. In the Province 
ot Murcia, outside of the city, 

were 50 cases of cholera and 

within the same period. The Official Gazette 
confirms the statement that cholera is raging in 
the Provinces of Va'encia, Castallon de la Piana 
and Murcia, and in the city of Madrid. The 
Opposition newspapers, on the contrary, rae 4 
tnat cholera exists in Madrid, and say that all 
testimony regarding the suspicious cases is in- 
sufficient to give warrant for the assertion that 
they are cases of cholera.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 16.—A_ fire at 
Kizilarvat destroyed all the material for the 
Transcaspian Railway. The workmen are re- 
turning to Baku, on the west shore of the Cas- 
pian Ssa. 

The Journal de Saint-Pétersbourg states that 
there is no truth whatever in the report that 


the Russians have taken possession of—that is, 
* occupied’’—a harbor in Corea. 


Rome, June 16.—The Pope has appointed 
Mer. Sullivan Bishop ot Mobile. 

As an outcome of the combined efforts of the 
Propaganda and the Baltimore Council commit- 
tees to assist Italian emigrants have been insti- 
tuted at Genoa, Naples, and Palermo, and the 
American Bishops have established aid com- 
mittees at New-York, Baltimore, and else- 
where, while some connected with an American 
colonization society have offered direct emigra- 
tion to certain Territories which some Italian 
emigration agencies have offered to the Prop- 
aganda to be peopled. The Propaganda have 
accepted the offer as far as the religious wants 
of the emigrants are concerned, and the Balti- 
more Council only directed attention to those 
wants. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Premier 
Depretis and Signor Mancini, on information 
that the Opposition would oppose the foreign 
estimates, asked for a vote of credit, which was 
acopted—l47 to 126. The smailness of the ma- 
jority renders Signor Mancini's position difficult. 

LonpDon, June 16.—The Oxford Univer- 
sity Convocation to-day conferred the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity upon the Bishops of Win- 
chester, Gloucester, Bristol, and Bath, upon the 
revisers Of the Old Testament, and upon the 
Rev. Philips Brooks, of Boston. 

The French transport Isere, which sailed from 
Rouen May 21 with the Bartholdi statue of 
Liberty Enlightening the World, arrived at 
Fayai @h June 2 and proceeded for New-York 
on Jurve 4. 

At an iofiuential meeting in London to-day it 
was decided to take immediate steps to form a 
naval volunteer torpedo corps at every seaport 
in the kingdom for coast defense, ‘The Admi- 
ralty heartily supports the movement.

THE PEWABIC COPPER MINE. 


ete NERS 
STOCKHOLDERS AND DIRECTORS ENGAGED 
IN LITIGATION. 

DeEtTRoIT, Mich., June 16.—The litigation 
over the Pewabic copper mine of Lake Superior 
has been advanced one stage in the United States 
Circuit Court in this city, Justice Matthews, of 
the Supreme Court, sitting. The matter involves 
various alleged fraudulent transactions in the the 
management of the mine. It is alleged in bill 
that the company’s charter expired in 1883, but 
that the Directors, without the knowledge of the 
stockholders or others ignorant of the fraudau- 
lent schemes, carried on the business precisely as 
before, although the life of the corporation had 
run out. For two years, it is alleged, the Directors 
have managed affairs for a syndicate or ring 
of stockholders, with a design to gain contro! of 
all the assets by discouraging reports, conceal- 
ing the true value of the assets, and forcing a 
private sale at less than value. In pursuance of 
this scheme, it is alleged, the Directors threat- 
ened to sell out the Pewabic Copper Company to 
a new concern called the Pewabic Mining Com- 
pany for about $50,000, although the property is 
worth more than 100,000, and the com- 
plainants offer $75,000. The Directors ciaim 
that they purchased a new copper tode 
in 1879, and that it has taken time 
and expense to make this new vein productive, 
which has prevented dividends. Fraud and any 
desire to depress the assets are denied emphat- 
ically. It is asserted that certain members of 
the old company were indirectly concerned in 
having the old franchise bought up at alow 
price by the Quincy Mining Company, and that 
it was to avoid this danger that the sale to the 
new Pewabic Mining Company was devised. The 
charter has not only expired, but, soit is claimed, 
has the statutory period of two years within 
which the company can reorganize. Accord- 
ingly, some months since application was made 
to Judge Withey, of the Western District of 
this State, foran injunction restraining the Di- 
rectors from proceeding with their project of 
sale and reorganization asthe Pewabic Mining 
Company, and for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver to take charge of the property and dis- 
pose of it to the highest bidder, paying the debts 
out of the proceeds and distributing the remain- 
der equitably among the stockholders. 

After elaborate arguments Judge Withey 
granted the injunction, but referred the ques- 
tion of a Receivership to Justice Matthews. The 
latter, after hearing arguments, continued the 
injunction, and set down the case for final hear- 
ing as to the appointment of a Receiver for 
Aug. 5 at Cincinnati.

TO SECURE HONEST ELECTIONS. 

CuicaGco, June 16.—There is much rejoic- 

ing here over the news that the State Legislature 
has passed a new election law and the bill legal- 
izing primary elections, aud has advanced toa 
third reading the bill knownas the Chicago 
Election bill. All these bills have been the out- 
growth of the public feeling that the 
old election laws favored rather than hin- 
dered election frauds, and their passage 
was demanded principally by the Republicans. 
The Democratic members from Chicago were 
the sturdiest opponents of the measure, and 
threw the House tor nearly a week into a dead- 
lock by their attempt to prevent the passare of 
apy measure looking toward reform in elec- 
tions. The election law passed. to-day 
limits election precincts to 450 voters; for- 
bids the placing of polls in_ saloons 
or similar places of b peer resort likely to at- 
tract idle persons, and makes it imperative that 
both political parties are represented in the 
election judges. The Chicago law, the passage 
of which isnow confidently expected, is still 
more radical in its provisidms, and is framed 
after the New-York law to some extent. Its 
main feature is the election of election 
judges by the people and the_ prohibition 
of voting by anybody except those whose 
names are on the registry list. The law reygard- 
ing primary elections makes it possible for party 
organizations to place their primary elections 
under the protection of the courts. Its pro- 
visions are similar to those of the general 
election law, and it is expected that it will tend 
to make primary elections more popular and 
more reliable as expressions of the wish of the 
voters. 





SUING VAN GELDER’S BONDSMEN. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—The Union Na- 
tional Bank of the City of New-York to-day 
brought a suit in the Court of Common Pleas 
against John A. Van Gelder,the former Receiving 
Teller of the bank. The suit is to recover $5,000 


upon the official bond of the defendant, and the 
latter’s brother, Henry Van Gelder, being surety 
upon tbe bond, is joined asa defendant in the 
suit. The surety belongs to this city, which is 
the reason the suit was brought in a Philadelphia 
court. Counsel for the bank said to-day that 
John A. Van Gelder had beon inthe employ of the 
bank since 1862, and in 1874 was premoted to the 
position of Receiving Teller, which position he 
held until May of this year; that he disappeared 
from New-York about May 6, and§has not been 
seen since, and 1s believed to have gone to 
Canada, and that an investigation of his books 
since his departure revealed the fact that he was 
a defaulter to the amount of about $34,000, this 
sum being the accumulation of petty pilferings 
begun some 10 years ago and continued up to 
the time he left the bank.

NEW-YORK CUSTOM HOUSE AF- 
FAIRS AND OTHER TOPICS. 

NO MORE REDUCTIONS POSSIBLE IN THE CUS- 
TOM HOUSE—THE DUTY ON RICE—MR, 
MERRICK DANGEROUSLY ILL. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Collector Rob- 
ertson was called upon in April by Secre- 
tary Manning to report whether the force 
of the Custom House could be reduced 
and the methods of business followed 
simplified without detriment to the 
service. The Collector’s preliminary re- 
port, made very promptly, was followed 
by one received here on June 1, which 

Secretary Manning allowed to be exam- 

ined to-day. Collector Robertson has 

made reductions to the number of 69 

places, the salaries of which aggregate 

about $90,000, by allowing places which be- 
came vacant by death, discharge, or resig- 
nation to remain unfilled. He does 
not think that any further reduc- 
tions can be made without detriment 
to the service. The vacancies’ ex- 
isting are 5 in class 4, 38 in 
class three, 35 in class two, 5 in class 
one, 18 in class A, and 10 unclassified. 

Naval Officer Graham, Surveyor Benedict, 

and eaeh of the heads of divisions make 

separate reports. F. H. Wight, Chief of 
the Third Division, says that the numer- 
ical force cannot be reduced without detri- 

ment to the service; ‘“ but,’ says he, “I 

am prepared to recommend several 

changes in the personnel of the 
force which would greatly enhance 
its efficiency. The bulk of the business of 
this division is the current work of the 
day, and for its prompt and intelligent 
performance the clerks employed should 
be punctual and should be mterested in 
their work. With few exceptions this is 

the condition of things 1n this division.” B. 

F, Wyman, of the Sixth Division, says 

that the invoices handled in his division 

were 19 per cent. more in number in the 
past three years than during the three 
years preceding, and that during the last 
tive years they were 51 per cent. greater 
in number than during the preceding five 
years. George W. Palmer, of the Seventh 
Division, says the present force of that di- 


vision is inadequate and that it should be 
increased. 


W. H. Condon, who seeks the Italian 
mission, and who has sent out a large num- 
ber of lithographed letters to acquaint- 
ances in the West soliciting their support, 
makes the sad mistake in this fac simile 
letter of spelling the name of Secretary 
Bayard’s State ‘*Deleware.’’ He also 
refers to ex-Secretary of State Mill- 
er, of New-York, as one of his par- 
ticular friends. It is surmised that 
he means Diedrich Willers, who was 
Secretary of State in New-York from 
1873 to 1875, but was not intimate enough 
with him to know his name. Mr. UCon- 
don’s expedient of hiring a hall in which 
to demonstrate his fitness as a Roman 
Catholic for being made Minister to Italy 
is not regarded here as likely to prove a 
brilliantly successful one. 


There are many reasons for believing 
that the Treasury Department will decide 
not to increase the duty on broken rice 
from 20 percent. ad valerem to 2}¢ cents 
per pound. The ad vrlorem rate was es- 
tablished by a decision of the Treasurv De- 
partment in 1883. ‘Upon the understanding 
or the assumption that that rate would be 
continued, the importers of broken rice for 
brewing purposes, have made contracts, 
and a change to the higher rate now pro- 
posed would operate to cause great hard- 
ship to business men. The domestic rice 
interests, now complaining that the im- 
porters of broken rice take advantage of 
the regulations to get in a great deal 
of rice that is marketable for food 
ata low rate per pound, have 
net sought aremedy in Congress by bill, 
and itis altogether probable that Assist- 
ant Secretary Fairchild will feel obliged 
to continue the ad valorem rate and sug- 
gest that the rate of duty on broken rice 
be continued as fixed during Secretary 
Folger’s time, until after some rem- 
edial act may be passed by Con- 
gress. ‘he Assistant Secretary is not in- 
clined inconsiderately to reverse all the 
orecedents and rulings of his predecessors. 

Vhile it is possible and even prebable that 
advantage has been taken of the regula- 
tions to get in rice that was little broken 
under the 20 per cent. ad valorem rate, it 
is also probable that the bulk of the rice 
imported under the ‘ broken”’ classifica- 
tion was used for brewing purposes and 
not for food. 


Assistant Secretary Fairchild has been 
asked once more to open the dispute about 
Apollinaris water and to hsten to argu- 
ments to show that it is an artificial rather 
than a natural water, which Secretary 
Folger decided it to be. Mr. Schuitze, 
manufacturer of mineral waters in New- 
York, has made the request to 
have the matter once more consid- 
ered. The epponents of the Apol- 
linaris proprietors hold that the water 
so named is saited and charged with car- 
bonicjacid gas and is not the product of a 
spring as it issold in the market. The in- 
terest that seeks to reopen this matter also 
asks to be relieved of the necessity, now 
imposed by regulation, of producing a cer- 
tifieate from the proprietors of the Apolli- 
naris and Hunyadi springs certifying the 
genuineness of the waters. Mr. Fairchild 
positively refuses to reopen the question. 


Some merchants in New-York who are 
concerned about the matter of damage al- 
lowances will get letters from Assistant 
Secretary Fairchild te-morrow that will 


oblige them to accept an alternative. 
The importers addressed complained that 
when they made claims for damage al- 
lowances the Customs Inspectors insisted 
upon opening and examining each pack- 
age of goods upon which claims 
for allowances were made. Mr. Fair- 
child tells these objectors that if 
they will waive all claim for damage allow- 
ance their packages will not be opened. 
Otherwise the packages will be examined 
to ascertain the extent of damages. Spe- 
cial Agent Tichenor has been instrueted 
by Secretary Manning to investigate the 
whole subject of damage allowances, as 
much complaint has been made of fraud 
in the making and allowing of damage 
allowance claims. He will take up the 
investigation at once. 


The Hon. R. T. Merrick is seriously 111,

DAMAGE BY WESTERN STORMS.. 





INSURANCE COMPANIES SUFFER MUCH 
FROM PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

Des Mores, Iowa, June 16.—Insurance 
companies are receiving details of storm losses, 
the heaviest losers being the Hawkeye and State, 
of Des Moines; the Home and Sioux City, and 
the Phoenix and Continental. Mr. Howell, of the 
Hawkeye, thinks the losses by both storms, in- 
cluding that at Sioux City, will reach half a mil- 
lion, of which one-third is insured. Sunday 
night’s storm was clearly a hurricane, and about 
200 miles wide, and 400 miles long. originating in 
East Dakota, and terminating in Central Iowa. 

Mason City, Iowa. June 16.—The house 
and barns of Matthew Reddy, several miles from 
here, were carried away by the storm Sunday 
night, and the family had a fearful experience. 
There are hardly boards enough left about the 
homestead to builda fire. Not a bit of furni- 
ture ora stitch of clothing can be found. The 
wreck is complete. Mr. Reddy’s brother was 
hurled into a field when the house went to pieces, 
and Mr, Reddy was left ina sitting position on 
the ground. On looking around he saw by a 
flash of mi igipenes that his brother was stretched 
dead some yards away. He picked him up 
and carried him into an underground milk- 
house. He then commenced a search for his 
wife, and found her in her night clothes some 10 
rods from the house, in a corn field. She was 
also carried to the milkhouse. He next looked 
for his 5-year-old boy—searching by the hght. of 
the electric flashes—and at last discovered the 
boy 80 rods from where the house nad stood. 
When they were gathered into the milkhouse 
their injuries were discovered to be severe, and 
mother and child will hardly live. The brother 
had both ears split, his head gashed, and his 
shoulders cut and bruised. The wife had three 
gashes on her forehead, one on her nose, a big 
cut in the back, bruises on her legs, and is in- 
jured internally. All three were beaten black 
and blue all over their bodies by the hail. 


NASHVILLE, July 16.—Later reports con- 
cerning the heavy rainfall in Dyer ana adjacent 
counties state that the loss will aggregate nearly 

,000, The loss in Dyer County alone is esti- 
mated at $60,000. The damage to the wheat 
crop is immense. Crops on the low landa of 
whatever kind are damaged badly and in 
many instances completely ruined. Creek 
cotton fields were flooded by water two 
and three feet deep where the water was 
never known to reach before, and in many such 
fields the soil was completely washed away as 
deep asif it had been piowed. The dam that heid 
the water to run Parker’s machine shop, at 
Dyersburg, broke, and the rush of water came 
near sweeping away the bridge over the Dyers- 
burg and Trenton Road. The farmers have lost 
heavily by short wheat crops, and this additional 
blow has made them quite despondent. 

LittLE Rock, Ark., June 16.—A wind and 
rain storm early this morning did considerable 
damage at Knoxville, Johnson County. The 
Baptist church and R, A. Tay’s storehouse were 
totally destroyed. No lives are reported lost. 


Haston, Penn., June 16.—During the 
storm the barn of Charles Rostenbader, in Bush- 
kill Township, was struckiby lightning and com- 
pletely destroyed, together with 500 bushels of 
grain, a lot of barness, and machinery. Two 
horses and a colt perished in the flames. Loss,

A NORTHWEST LAND SWINDLE,

HOW A OANADIAN OFFICER ROBBED IG- 


NORANT SETTLERS. 

OrTrawa, June 16.—A glaring case of 
swindling in connection with the Northwest 
lands 1s now being investigated here. for sev- 
eral years Capt. Robert Lang held a responsible 
position in the Department of the Interior. 
Every confidence was placed in him, so much so 
that he was frequently sent away on very im- 
portant business for the Government. One of 
these missions was to the Northwest some 
time ago to settle a number of land claims which 
were in dispute, Taking advantage of his of- 
ficial position to work upon the credulity of the 
ignorant settlers, who at that time were coming 
into the country, he commenced selling bogus 
land patents on his own account, and in this 
way managed to pocket a considerable sum 
of money, but to what extent will not be 
known until the investigation which is now in 

rogress is concluded. The parties to whom 

e had sold patents took possession and 
commenced cultivating their and and builéing 
up a little home about them. A short time since 
Government surveyors, who had gone into that 
art of the country, found the land occupied, and 
t was then, when they were asked to show their 
titles, the unfortunate settlers found they had 
been the victims of a cruel swindle. Getting 
wind of the disclosures Lang suddenly departed, 
and is now _ to be living on his ill-got- 
ten gains. e deserted his wife and family 
here, and it is stated was accompanied on his 
flight by a young woman belonging to one of 
the best families in Canada, Tne Government 
are very reticent as to what discoveries have 
been made, but, from what can be learned, 
there are others holding prominent positions, 
both politically and socially, who have been im- 
plicated in the Northwest land swindle. 

‘he Government police to-day took possession 
of the residence of a citizen named Mathewman, 
a brother-in-law of Lang, who is believed to 
have been in the ring. 








BLAIR RE-ELECTED SENATOR. 


A DISGUSTED REPUBLICAN RESIGNS HIS 
SEAT IN THE LEGISLATURE, 

Concorp, N. H., June 16.—The House 
and Senate voted separately to-day for Senator. 
The Republicans, with one exception, voted for 
Blair, the exception being a vote for Chandler. 
The Democrats voted for Harry Bingham. To- 
morrow the two branches will meet in joint con- 
vention and compare their Journals. 

The resolution concerning land grants to rail- 
roads unanimously passed both branches of the 
Legislature, a cutting rebuke being thus adminis- 
tered to Blair, yet in the next hour his re-election 
to the Senate was consummated. The New- 
Hampshire Legislature never took more incon- 
sistent action on any question. 

This afternoon John H. Fox, the member from 
Jaffrey, tendered his resignation, his action be- 
ing induced by the action of the Republicans in 
nominating and electing Blair. Fox is a gradu- 
ate of Dartmouth, anda man of wealth as well 
as of independent character. He bolted the cau- 
cus two years ago, and was returned by his con- 
stituents to do so again if necessary. he lack 
of spirit manifested by the Legislature disgusted 
him and he boited most effectually.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 

CuHIcAGo, June 16.—The subcommittee 
of the Senate Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce charged with investigating the relations 
between the railroads and the public finished its 
work in Chicago to-day, and goes from here to 
St. Louis. A great many gentlemen appeared 
before the committee, but the latter received 


less actual information than a mass of theories 
and personal observations. The establishment 
of a National Railway Commission was gen- 
erally advocated, and one of the stronyest 
oints made against the present system of pool- 
ng and discrimination came from one of 
Chicago’s heaviest shippers, Mr. Martin, of P. 
D. Armour & Co., Who condemned the system 
of yearly freight contracts, and wanted ‘all re- 
bates confined to individual shipments. The 
same witness also recommended the paspege of a 
law forcing railway companies to closely follow 
publishea schedule rates for freight and for pas-

RESTING AT MT. WGREGOR 


GEN. GRANT’S LONG JOURNEY 
SAFELY ACCOMPLISHED. 

THE OLD HERO FINDS RELIEF FROM THE 
HEAT AT MR. DREXEL’S COTTAGE—IN- 
CIDENTS OF THE TRIP. 

‘Mount McoGreaor, N. Y., June 16.—At 
last Gen. Grant is perched above the noise and 
heat, andis breathing the free air that sweeps 
from the White and Green Mountains on one 
side, to the towering peaks of the Adirondacks 
on the other. In front of the porch on whicn he 
has been sitting for an hour this afternoon 
young squirrels have been at play, and the air is 
filled with the song of birds and the smell of 
ripening woods. The journey would not be an 
easy one for him in health, and considering his 
pitiful state he seems, now that several hours 
have passed since it ended, to have stood it-quite 
as weli as could be hoped. 

Sharp reminders of the hot weather and of Gen. 
Grant’s inability to cope with it were presented 
at almost every stage ot thetrip. He was bad- 
ly shaken up before the train started from New- 
York by the jolting of his carriage over the 
stony streets. Foy quite a moment atter the car- 
riage stopped at the north entrance of the Grand 
Central Station he was too weary to leave it. 
Then, as though he had summoned his resolution 
toastrong test, he stepped out upon the side- 
walk, and with short but firm steps 
crossed to the entrance to the building. 
Col. Grant then placed an arm _ under 
one shoulder, and, with Harrison at the other, 
the General mounted the short flight of steps, 
which brought him on a level with the platform, 
The effort had cost him a good share of his little 
remaining strength. Through his cheeks the 
thin blood could be seen coursing with feverish 
speed. In the struggle to recover his breath the 
scarf about his neck had become loose, exposing 


the ominous swelling that has frightened and 
puzzled the doctors. He stood an instant at 
the top of the flight of stairs. The crewd 
on the walk was rapidly preeing within the 
building, and Col, Grant, still keeping his hold 
on the patient, presged him gently forward. T 
General brought down his black cane and 
loosened his right arm from Harrison. Then he 
raised his bent form as well as he could, and, 
seeing a party gathered near the car directly in 
front of him, released himself from the Colonel’s 
hold on the left side, and trudged forward with 
the aid of the cane only, his slippers dragging 
along the walk. The distance from the carriage 
to the car was not more than 50 feet, and his time 
between them was about four minutes. 

It was nearly 8:45 o’clock when he reached the 
station, Mrs. Sartoms, Mr. and Mrs. Jesse 
Grant, Mrs. U. 8. Grant, Jr., Mrs. Col. Grant and 


he 


‘their maids and children, and Dr. Douglas had 


preceded him. Mrs. Sartoris and Dr. Douglas 
went into the car when the General reached it, 
and helped him from the door to the chairs in 
about the centre of the car on the eastern side. 
His noted red leather-covered easy chair was one 
of them. Once seated his high silk hat was ex- 
changed for a skullcap, his feet were lifted into 
another chair, and he was in about the posi- 
tion he had occupied in the sick room 
at home for months past. A bed had 
been made ready for him in one of 
the compartments, and there were chairs 
ane sofas as richly upho!stered and as tempting 
to the sense as Mr. Vanderbilt’s luxurious taste 
could command, but beyond the heavy window 
hangings, which appealed to the General only as 
a means Of shutting out the light, he was almost 
indifferent to his surroundings. Mrs. Grant fol- 
lowed him into the car, Superintendent Toucey, 
who had gone early to thestation tosee for him- 
self that nothing was omitted that could pro- 
mote the comfort of the party, stepped also 
within and wished the General a pleasant jour- 
ney and a helpful visit. Phe General 
weakly whispered his acknowledgment. 
Jesse Grant took his leave, having seen 
the children and maids safely in the Traveler, 
the private coach of Dr. Webb, of the sleeping 
car company. Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Sartoris, and 
the other three ladies disposed themselves com- 
fortably in the easy chairs or on the sofas in Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s car, where they could watch the 
General, while Dr. Douglas, Col. Grant, the 
nurse Henry, and Harrison drew chairs closely 
about the sufferer. Mr. Toucey stepped outside 
fora final inspection. The cars were pictures 
from the outside, and looked cozy and rich with- 
in. Conductor Hooper came down the platform 
and saluted the Superintendent.. Everything 
was in prime order, he said. Theorder was given’ 
to go ahead, and at 8:58 the train pulled easily 
out of the building. 

The pace was not a fast one, and the cars 
pea along as smoothly as though they tioated. 
fore or less smoke and gas entered the cars as 
they passed through the tunnels, and Dr. 
Douglas watched the General closely, fearing 
bad effects. There was nothing in the General's 
manner to indicate bow it affected him. He sat, 
making no sign, with his hands folded across his 
lap, and his head drooped forward. Beyond 
Yonkers, Tor Conners, the engineer, began to 
put on speed gently and slowly. When the clear 
river stretch was reached the train was moving 
at 40 miles an hour. Those on board had hardly 
noticed how the rate had increased, so gradual 
wasit. Thetrain still moved smoothly: there 
was no lurching or plunging. As quickly and 
easily the pace was put upto 50 miles an hour 
with no one the worse for it, except James Gra- 
ham, the fireman, from whose face drops black- 
ened by soot were running. The river lay black 
and hot, with scarcely a ripple to stir it to life, 
All the devices of ventilation scarcely kept the 
air moving in the rear car unless the door 
or windows were opened, when it swept 
in with dangerous strength. The General felt 
the heat, and motioned his attendants to 
change his position, that he might ride back- 
ward. The rear door was opened. He could see 
the hot and lifeless river. In passings West 
Point, at about 10 o’clock, the General roused a 
littie, but when a curve in the road hid the 
buildings he drooped again and was soon dozing. 
When he awoke the train had stopped at New- 
Hamburg to oilup. Everything about the cars 
was found right. The General, much heated by 
his sleep, took advantage of the stop to leave 
his chairs and grope bis way toward the rear of 
the car, where the outlook took in the river, now 
less like a mirror than before, and the cloud 
shadows floating on the slopes of the Catskills. 
The train on starting again was gradually 
brought up to former speed, and sitting in a cane 
chair, not five feet from the door, the General 
rested his eyes on the green and gray of the 
landscape. The train that had left the city an 
hour ahead of the General's was passed at Hhine- 
beck. Then he became enough interested to ask 
what time he was making. Conductor Hooper 
informed him that he was several minutes ahead 
of his schedule, but was traveling as was in- 
tended, only at the usual speed of the limited 
express. At Poughkeepsie there was a little 
slowing down to pass over a stretch ot new 
track. A considerable crowd at the station 
saluted the train. W. B. Dinsmore, when the 
train passed his place at Staatsburg, stood out 
on the lawn and waved his hat as though per- 
fectly willing to have the crown and rim part in 
such acause. The train was at Hudson at 11:40 
o’clock, and spun up to the outskirts of Albany 
in half an hour, about 28 miles. Then followed 
a leisurely pull of five minutes up to the sata- 
tion. The General still retained his place at the 
rear of the car. The temberature had been re- 
freshing when it was stirred up for him by the 
motion of the train running nearly a mile a 
minute, but when the speed slackened and the 
cars came to a standstill the reactiou came with 
a dead calm, and the thermometer registered at 
105°, and to this infliction was added that of a 
respectful, but gaping, crowd beyond his door, 
made up of those who were at the station and 
had founda him out, and, as his pride forbade him 
showing that he suffered from heat or anything 
else, he sat there, a sweltering stoic, for 20 min- 
utes, until engine No. 10, that had brought him 
from New-York, could be replaced by the 
George H. Cramer, the specia) train engine of 
the Delaware and Hudson Company, with George 
Hydern in charge. Conductor Hooper also stood 
aside for Leonard Thornton, to whom was in- 
trusted the safe delivery of the patient at Sara- 


toga. 

With the beginning of the spin from Hudson 
the General was unable to conceal from his im- 
mediate attendants an ever-growing discomfort. 
It showed itself in the swelling in his neck and 
the twitching of his hands and mouth. The cool 
air induced by the train’s motion was of service 
to him, but it did not lesson his pain. The neck- 
swelling was plainly becoming larger. Word 
was accordingly passed to Conductor Thornton 
to make the 3&mile run to Saratoga at mod- 
erate speed, especially in rounding curves. To 
make compliance with this request doubly sure, 
Trainmaster Colt boarded theengine. The run 
thus occupied nearly an hourand a half. Mean- 
while lunch was served, the General sipping 
a little milk aud egg, while the rest of the tam- 
ily enjoyed cold cuts xnd coffee. The General 
kept his place at the rear of the car, from which 
he could be seen by people at the stations, who 
waved flags and cheered. The demonstrations 
at Mechanicsvilic and Roun’ Lake were zuite 
enthusiastic. 

All this time it could be seen that the General 
was in grest pain, although no murmer escaped. 
The lump on his neck could almost be seen to 
spread, both below and in front, and he passed 
his hand to it frequently. It was about 1:45 
when Ballston passed in panarama, and the Gen- 
erai was informed that it was time to prepure to 
change cars. The preparations, although he had 
littie part in them,took his mind from his suf- 
feringa a litt!e and he cheered up noticeably. 

There was a crowd xt the Mount MacGregor 
station, where was in waiting the train — was 
to take him up the mountain road. The little 
engine, that seemed almost a toy beside the one 
that had run from Albany, was snorting with 
importance over the proud business at which it 
had been set, and Joseph W. Drexel, whose guest 





the General has become; John Kellogg, Presi- 
dent of the:Mount MacGregor Road, and D. H. 
Fonda, the General Manager, boarded the large 
train and were presented to the General 
and to the family by W. J. Arkell and Mr. 
Cable, the hotel manager, both of whom had ac- 
companied the family from New-York. Then, 
to escape the crowd, the big tran moved up the 
track, the little one puffing along at its side. 
Handkerchiefs and fla;‘s were waved from win- 
dows and porches, ana the two trains ran a 
gantiet of cheering men and boys, who quickly 
fell in and trotted up the track after the trains.

Behind the little car Wheeler Post, G. A. R., 
nearly all in uniform, formed in line to greet 
the old commander as he passed between the 

latforms. All was primed and ready for a 
usty ovation, but the instant the General came 
in sight he looked so wan and weak that no one 
had the heart to cheer just then. He held fast 
to the rail as he descended the step, pausing 

last as if uncertain what next 
Two men stepped forward and held 
out their arms to him. He nodded and they 
picked him upas lightly as though he were’a 
child, and passed him across to the other plat- 
form. A chair was placed for him facing the 
rear door, and the crowd cheering as he was 
seated he saluted. Then the 15 trunks and the 
sachels, chairs, cot, and other articles of family 
luggage were transferred, filling ae the baggage 
compartment of the little car, and overfowing 
into the smoking room, and the last stage of the 
journey was begun. 

The ride of 12 miles up the mountain with 
the noisy, jolting little engine always push- 
ing and plunging against an up grade, and 
twisting in and out among the trees and across 
ridges, so that one faces all points of the com- 
pass in tive minutes, was exhilarating to those 
who were well. The air of the mountain could 
be sniffed almost from the start. On the Gen- 
eral’s weakened system the trip was a hard tax. 
It had been proposed to him to stop off at 
Saratoga, where Mr. Drexel’s house was open to 
him. The heat there, however, was hardly Jess try- 
ing than at Albany, and the General wanted the 
trip over. Not a word of complaint escaped 
him during the 12-mile jolt. but when it was 
over be was so much relieved that he wanted to 
walk away from the train. 

Instead of that he was very carefully helped 
down and assisted to go up the board walk by 
the strong arms of his son and his servant. 
After walking 20 or 30 yards, passing under an 
arch which welcomed **Our Hero,” and it was 
necessary to climb a gravel path to get to Mr. 
Drexel’s cottage, the General suffered himself 
to sit in a chair, in which two men carried him 
to the cottage. He mounted the steps with 
slight assistance, and was presented to Mrs. 
Drexel, to whom he said that the porch, now 
that he stood on it, seemed good enough for him 
to sleep on. 

For about an hour he rested himself in an easy 
chair on the porch. After that Dr. Douglas ex- 
amined his throat. It was found to be coated 
with the fine black dust which he had inhaled 
during the journey. The cleansing process dis- 
closed extensive irritation of the affected parts, 
and much pain. Cocaine deadened this ailment. 
The voice, which a good rest last night had 
brought back to whispering strength, had been 
much enfeebled by the journey, and his speech 
was catchy and hardly more thana breath. The 
neck swelling had hardened as well as enlarged, 
and the pulse had risen about 10 beats a minute 
above what it has lutely heen. The General 
complained to Dr. Douglas of excessive weari- 
ness. To-night heis quiet. Dr. Douglas thinks 
that with rest and these healthful surroundings 
the symptoms naturally incident to the journey 
will soon be allayed. 

Altbough the General retired to his room early 
he was wakeful until after 10 o'clock, when he 
dozed off. His nurse alone attended him at ll 
o’clock.

A.BABY’S CLAIM TO AN ESTATE. 





TRYING TO ESTABLISH A MARRIAGE UNDER 
THE COMMON LAW. 

CHICAGO, June 16.—A lawsuit of a pecul- 

jar nature was put on trial to-day im Judge 


Tuley’s court. The plaintiff, Gertrude F. W. 
Roller, is an infant of 2 years, and slept quietly 
in her mother's arms while the lawyers on both 
sides opened the case with long speeches to the 
jury. The suit is brought by the mother, Ida 
Roller, to establish the claim that the child is 
the legal heir of Gottheb M. Roller, who 
died in February, 1883, leavipg about $15,000 
worth of property. Mrs. Roller, as_ she 
calls herself, claims to be the widow 
of Gottlieb, and that the child is 
his daughter, although she acknowledges that 
she was never married to him by any ceremony 
save an agreement on both sides to live together, 
and a recognition of each other as man and 
wife, known in law asa common law marriage. 
She lived with Roller nearly six years, on the 
north side, and up to the time of his death. The 
child was born four months after his demise. 
The defendants are Catherine’ Roller, mother of 
the dead man, and George, William, and Matil- 
da, his brothers and sister, who took posse-siou 
of his estate on a will made in January, 
1882, in which the wife was not mentioned. 
The defendants set up the claim that there was 
no marriage and that the child is not the heir of 
Kolier. They also allege that Rolier was not the 
father of the child, and that Mrs. Roller is not 
its mother, but that she procured the baby from 
a midwife in order to set up a claim to the prop- 
erty. Mrs. Roller is a little woman of rather 
pleasing appearance, a brunette, and about 35 
years old. The relations of the dead man are 
respectable looking German people, and all live 
at Buffalo, N. Y. :

A YEAR'S CRUISE ON A STEAM YACHT. 

RocueEstEr, N. Y., June 16.—A. H. Ship- 
man, of this city, with his wife and a party of 
friends, will leave Pittsburg, Penn., this week 
for a novel and extended trip on his yacht, the 
Laura May, which has just been completed at 
Wheeling. The yacht is 70 feet long and 14 feet 
breadth of beam. She carries a 50 horse-power 


engine and is fitted up in luxurious style. 
The party will sterm down the Onio River to 
Cairo and thence up the Mississippi to Lake 
Michigan, via the Illinois River and La Salle 
Canal to Chicago. They will passthrough Lake 
Michigan to Lake Superior, and along the north 
shore of that lake to the Saskatchewan River, 
thence to Duluth, Minn. From Duluth the 
Mississippi will be reached again via Lake Michi- 
an, Green Bay, and the Wisconsin, and Fox 

ivers. The;,party will then proceed to New- 
Orleans, and thence to the Gulf of Mexico at 
Mobile, via Lake Ponchartrainjand a canal con- 
necting that lake with the Guf. From Mobile 
the trip will be to Fiorida, where the party ex- 
ect toarrive in November. They wii cruise 
n Florida waters until February, and then go to 
Cuba andthe Bahamas, where they will remain 
until May, when they will start on the return 
trip. This will beup the Atlantic coast and 
through the chain of shoals and canals that lead 
through Virginia to the Potomac River. ash- 
ington, Baltimore, und Philadelphia will be vis- 
ited, when the yacht will steam to New-York, 
and thence to Rochester via the Hudson River 
and Erie Canal. The trip will require 6,000 miles 
of sailing, and the party will be absent overa 
year.

PRESIDENT WHITE TO RESIGN HIS 
POSITION TO-DAY. ) 
HE INSISTS THAT HE SHALL BE ALLOWED 
TO RETIRE AFTER HIS TWENTY YEARS: 

_ OF SERVICE. 
. Ivnaca, June 16.—It is rumored here to- 
night that President White, of Cornell Uni-: 
versity, has decided to carry out his determina- 
tion to resign the Presidency at the meeting of' 
the Trustees to-morrow, that meeting being the 
twentieth anniversary of his entrance into the 
board. It is known that earnest appeals have 
been made to him by the Trustees, members of 
the Faculty, and citizens of Ithaca to delay this 
action, but it is understood that thus far he 
insists not only on presenting his resignation, but 
also on having it accepted. It is well known 
among those acquainted with the affairs of the 
university that the Trustees have already twice 
refused to accept his resignation, but it is now 
understood that he will not only insist upon its 
acceptance but will also urge the election of his 
successor at the earliest possible moment before 
he leaves for Europethis Summer. He takesthe 
ground that his service of 20 years und the 
present prosperous condition of the university 
entitle him to seek relief from executive work, 
and the complete restoration of his health, 
which is somewhat impaired. He has publicly 
stated that when he retires from the university 
Presidency it will be to devote the remainder of 


his life to preparing for publication the histori- 
cal and social science material which he has for 
many years been gathering at home and abroad. ; 
Nothing is positively known as to who will be! 
Mr. White's successor. Among the names men- 
tioned are those of President Walker, of the 
Massachutetts Institute of Technology: Presi- 
dent Angell and Dr. C. k. Adams, of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and Prof. H. B. Adams, of the 
Johns Hopkins University. One of the Trustees 
to-day stated that whenever President White 
resigned no step would be taken toward elect- 
ing his successor until he had been asked to ex- 
press his views on the subject, and that the 
general feeling would certainly be in favor of 
ee any nomination which he might 
make.

versity were held this afternoon. The attend-!

tant conference was held last evening between: 
Gov. Stockley and Attorney-General Paynter,! 
representing the State of Delaware,and Gov, 
Abbett, Attorney-General Stockton, and Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Johnson, representing the 
State of New-Jersey. The subject of the con- 
ference was the consideration of the recent fish< 
ery troubles between the two States with a view 
to the adoption of some plan for the prevention 
of further trouble onthe same score, pending 
he determigation of the exact rights of the 
tates by the Supreme Cqurt of the United 
States. The specific cause of contention most 
rominently considered was the recent arrest at 
ort Penn of Jersey fishermen for trespassing 
in Delaware waters. The agreement arrived at 
by the conference wss that pending the final: 
action of the Supreme Court upon the in- 
junction prohibiting Delaware from enforcing’ 
her claims of jurisdiction over the 12-mile 
circle, Jersey fishermen are not to fish west of 
the channel ot the Delaware Bay, the channel 
itseif to be open to the fishermen of both States, 
and that the Port Penn replevin suits in the 
United States court here are to be abandoned. 
Just where the river ends and the bay begins, an 
essentiai point now to be decided, was, by agree- 
ment, left to the Attorney-Generais of the re-' 
spective States to determine, and they will give 
public notice of the same when settled upon.: 
Among river men the lower end of Reedy Island 
is said to be regarded as marking the line of de< 
marcation between the river and bay. Within 
the 12-mile circle the Supreme Court injunction 
isto be binding and the quostion of jurisdiction.

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MORE REFORMS BY MURRAY 


INFORMATION THE POLICE MUST 
GATHER FOR THE PUBLIC. 
- MEANS FOR TRACING LOST CHILDREN, MISS- 
. ING FRIENDS, AND UNKNOWN DEAD— 
POLICEMEN AT ELEVATED STATIONS. 
For the better protection of people who 
travel on the elevated roads during busy com- 
mission hours Superintendent Murray issued an 
order yesterday directing that patrolmeh shall 
cover the different stations in each police pre- 
cinct from 4:30 to7 o’clock every evening. South 
of Fourteenth-street the policeman will be 
directed to station himself on the platform of 
the up-town side, and north of Fourteenth- 
street on the down-town side, but each police- 
man will have charge of both stations. Hence- 
forth the police force will be guided by the fol- 
lowing communication sent by Superintendent 
Murray to the Police Commissioners yesterday, 
and which was adopted by resolution: 


To the Honorable Board of Pottce, 

GENTLEMEN: I would rosperany recommend that 
there be established at the Central Offices a bureau, to 
be under the immediate ry of the Superintendent 
of Police, to be known as the Bureau of General Infor- 
mation, where information relative to lost chlidren and 
missing persons could be given by the officer in charge 
to inguir relatives or friends, and where parents or 
other relatives or friends could be made to feel that an 
interest was manifested and taken in their behalf by a 
representative of this department. Also for the pur- 
pose of affording proper information to strangers and 
others who may apply regarding steamboat and rail- 
road routes, ferry, steamboat, and steamsbip landings, 
ear routes, stations, &c., and any otherinformation that 
an inquirin. traveling public would be likely to ask. In 
my opinion, the organization and establishment of 
sucha bureau, to be continuously open, would be of 
great benefit to the genera] public, and woulda greatly 
add to the comfort of little wanderers; and, by approv- 
ing the ideas as below set forth, would be the means of 
bringing parents and stray children in earlier commu- 
nication with each other. 

Lost children brought to station houses by police 
officers and others in the daytime, if not claimed after 
& detention of one hour an alarm shall be sent out by 
telegraph, giving. if it can be ascer:ained, name and 
age of such child or children, and if unabie to ascer- 
tain the name, an accurate description of person and 
clothing to be sent out. Inthe evening, to be sent, if 
not claimed after a detention of one hour, in the 
eharge of an officer to tne Central Office. All lost 
children brought to the Central Office by police officers 
and others shall first be taken into such bureau to have 
their name, age, and sex recorded, and if unable to 
give their names, to have the sex of the child noted, 
with an accurate description of its person and cloth- 
ing, and when claimed by parents the officer in charge 
of such bureau shall ascertain the name, age, &c., of 
such child, make a record of the same, alsothe name, 
nativity, and address of parents, 

In the case of lost children brought to the Central 
Office by police officers or others during the day or 
night, which have not previously been brought to a 
cee station, aftér a detention of one hour ana not 

aving been claimed, the officer in charge of such bu- 
reau shal] notify all station houses by telegraph of 
such detention, giving name of child, and, if unable to 
ascertain the name, to give an: accurate description of 
the person and clothing of the child for the benefit of 
inquiring friends. In the case of foundlings, a thor- 

Ough description should be kept of the person and 

clothing, together with all circumstances connected 

with the finding. as in after years an inquiry may be 
made as to their identification and disposition. 

There shall also be kept at this bureau a record of 
missing persons reported, with an accurate description 
of each, giving. name, age, color, height, weight, de- 
scription of clothing, name and address of person or 

ersons giving the information, and aii other items of 
nterest relative to or connected with the disappear- 
ance of the missing persons 80 reported. In the case 
of persons reported missing, if the tacts connected 
with their disappearance should warrant it upon its 
being brought to the notice of the >uperintendent of 
Police, in addition to the sending out of a telegraph 
alarm, duplicates of the description of the missing 
one shal! be at once struck off upon a hectograph and 
forwarded to cummanding ofticers of precincts and 
Squads in the department for the information of the 
members of the force. 

All persons found dead on the public streets, lanes, 
&c., and in the waters surrounding the city which, 
taken to the Morgue. are not immediately identified or 
claimed,an accurate description of such unclamed 
bodies shall be taken by the officer detailed at the 
Morgue and by him at once transmitted to this bureau, 
which shal! be recorded for the beneiit of inquiring 
relatives or friends. 

The officer in charge of such bureau shall report in 
writing daily to the Superintendent of Police the num- 
ber of lost children received at the Central Depart- 
ment for the preceding 24 hours, together with the 
hame, sex, age, color, by whom and where found, and 
the manner of the disposition of each; and in the case 
of those claimed, the name and address of claimant 
and nativity of parents. Also the number of missing 
people reported during preceding 24 hours, all circum- 
stances connected with their disappearance, and the 
name and address of the person reporting the same. 
Also an accurate description of bodies received at the 
Morgue, of persons found dead in the public streets or 
waters which had not been identified. 

To establish a bureau of this kind, as above set forth, 
it would not be necessary for the Board of Police to 
assign or transfer to the Central Office any officers for 
the purpose, with the exception of an additional 
Sergeant. With the officers now doing duty at the 
Central Department I would have ample materiai for 
the establishment of a bureau of this kind,

CLEARING THE STREETS. 

#HE ATTEMPT TO MAKE THEM PASSABLE 
FOR DECENT PEOPLE AT NIGHT. 
Fifteen young women found loitering in 
Bleecker-street on Monday night were brought 
before Justice Duffy, at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday morning. A general 
charge of disorderly conduct was made against 
them, They had been arrested by asquad of 
policemen in plain clothes sent out by Capt. 
Brogan, of the Fifteenth Precinct, under in- 
structions from Superintendent Murray to 
clear Bileecker-street, which had long been 
impassable to decent women. The officers who 
had them in charge did not appear overpleased 


with the extra work imposed on them, and 
their discontent was increased when Justice 
Duffy discharged one-third of the prisoners and 
took occasion to say that the arrest of some of 
the women, who were merely walking the 
street, was totally unjustifiable. Of the 15 pris- 
oners, five were discharged, four fined $10 each, 
four fined $5 each, and one was fined $7. Only 
those seen accosting men in the street or behav- 
ing in a disorderly manner were fined. es 
ustice Duffy said that he hoped his action in 

discharging such of the women against whom 
no specifi¢ complaint could be made would not 
be taken asan indication that he was opposed to 
and not willing to assist in the reforms begun 
by Superintendent Murray. He was not only 
Willing but anxious to support him in all that 
was right and lawful to increase the efficiency 
of the police and suppress all sorts of crime, but 
he was not in favor of these wholesale arrests of 
the unfortunate women who are often driven 
into the streets to make a living by want. That 
is not the proper way to suppress this nuisance, 
and it is full of danger to decent women who 
may happen to be out in the streets alone late at 
night. The officers should have waited until the 
women had committed some offense before 
taking them into custody. The streets in the 
ace A were free to every person, whether respect- 
able or not, as long as they behaved themselves. 

Justice Duffy called on the Superintendent 
yesterday afternoon, and, after a conference 
with him, said that Mr. Murray had coincided 
with him, and said he wasright. The Superin- 
tendent said to a TimEs reporter that he; was en- 
deavoring to clear the streets of this nuisance, 
and he would continue to give the police orders 
to arrest these women wherever they are found 
violating the law. He could not be held responsible 
for the blunder of a stupid policeman in arrest- 
ing a decent woman. but he proposed to hold the 
policeman personally responsible. In conclu- 
gion, he said: ‘I propose to make it possible for 
decent people to walk through the streets at 
night without being mojested,”’ 





MARRIED TO AN AUSTRIAN COUNT. 
GALVESTON, Texas, June 16.—Count 
Joseph Parise von Hochkofler, the son of 
wealthy and noble parents residing at Trieste, 
in Austria, was married in this city at 6 o‘clock 
Sunday morning to Miss Minna Althof, a young 
teacher of painting. Count Parise, while mak- 
ing a tour of this country Jast Autumn, came to 
Galveston en route to Vera Cruz, but after 
meeting the lady who is now his wife the trip to 
Mexico was abandoned. The Count's parents 
refused their consent to his marriage, and only a 
few days ago sent a threatening cable dispatch 
commanding him to return to Trieste. The 
young man, who is 25 yearsof , and pros- 
ive heir to his uncle’s great fortune, paid no 
eed to parental threats or persuasions, and at 6 
o’clock on Sabbath morning he met his affianced 
at Trinity Episcopal Church, and in the presence 
of half a dozen of her friends the Key.

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OLEOMARGARINE AHEAD. 


THE LAW AGAINST ITS MANUFAOTURE D5- 
CLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 

Oleemargarine has won a victory. The 
Court of Appeals yesterday reversed the de- 
cision of the General Term of the Supreme 
Court in the test-case of the people against Mor- 
ris Marx, who was convicted in the Court of 
General Sessions last December of a misde- 
meanor in “selling an article manufactured 
out of an oleaginous substance other than that 
produced from milk or cream,” and fined $100. 
Marx’s counsel raised the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the section of the Laws of 1884 


under which his client was convicted. Recorder 
Smythe said he was convinced of the unconsti- 
tutionality of the law, but as the General Term 
of the Supreme Court of the Second District 
had decided that it was constitutional in the 
case of the people against McGann, in Brook- 
lyn, he thought it best to send the case up to the 
higher courts in order to obtain a decision from 
the Court of Appeals. The section at issue is as 
follows: 

SECTION 6. No pérson shall manufacture out of any 
Oleaginous substance or substances, or any compound 
of the same, other than that produced from unadul- 
terated milk, or of cream from the same, any article 
designed to take the placé of butter or cheese pro- 
duced from > unadulterated milk or cream of the 
same, or shail sei or offer for sale the same us an ar- 
ticle of food. This provision shali not apply to pure 
skim milk or cheese made from pure skim milk. Who- 
ever violates the provisions of this section shail be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished by a tine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $500, or not less than 
six months’ or more than ohe year’s Imprisonment, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment for the first 
offense, and by imprisonment for one year for each 
subsequent offense. 

Marx’s offenge was the selling in last October 
of two tubs of oleomargarine to John Mankin, 
who hada portion of it analyzed by a chemis 
who swore upon the tria! that-it was compose 
of an oleaginous substance other than the 
product of milk or cream. The case was taken 
on appeal to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court, before Judges Davis, Brady, and Daniels. 
All three judges considered the law unconstitu- 
tional, but they affirmed the sentence of the 
lower court in order that the case might be de- 
cided finally by the Court of Appeals. 

Acting District Attorney Parris said vester- 
dey to a reporter of THE TIMEs that the decision 
of the Court of Appeals made oleomargarine a 
merchantuble article, the unconstitutionality of 
the law lying in the fact that while the sale of 
oleomargarine was forbidden it was not claimed 
that it was deleterivus to the health. ‘* Accord- 
ing to that law.” said Mr. Parris, ‘a man might 
sell oleomargarine for whee)-grease to avoid the 
*as an article of food’ clause with impunity, but 
if the purchaser in a moment of forgetfulness 
should eat it, the seller would be liable to pun- 
ishment. There have several similar cases to the 
Marx case been brought before Kecorder Sniythe 
since Marx’s conviction, but they have all been 
put back to await the decision in this case. Of 
course, under this decision, the other cases will 
not be prosecuted.” 


SaraToGa, N. Y., June 16.—Judge Rapal- 
lo wrote the opinion in the Marx case. in which 
the whole court concurs. In this opinion the 
Judge says: ‘“*This prevents competition, and 
placesa bar upon progress and invention. It 
invades rights, both of person and property, 
guaranteed by the Constitution. The sale of a 
substitute for any article of manufacture is a 
legitimate business, and if effected without de- 
ception cannot be arbitrarily suppressed. This 
act is not aimed at deception, but goes further, 
and, in effect, creates a monopoly destructive 
of rights protected by the Constitutions both 
of the State and United States." 





THE AMERICA’S CUP. 
— ~~.» 
PREPARING FOR THE CONTESTS WITH THE 
ENGLISH YACHTS. 

The New-York Yacht Club held a special 
meeting last evening to receive the report of 
the committee on the America’s Cup and to fix 
the time for the annual cruise. The committee 
reported that the arrangements for the races 
with the English boats have finally been com- 
pleted. There are to be three races with the 
Genesto, to begin about the Ist of September, 


or as near thereafter as p«ssible. The first race is 
to be sailed over the regular course of the New- 
York Yacht Club, the second over a triangular 
ocean course 40 miles in length, and the third 
over an ocean course 20 miles to the windward 
or leeward and back. The races will be sailed 
under the New-York Yacht Club system of time 
allowance. If the New-York Club boat wins 
another series of races will be sailed, after the 
lapse of a reasonable time, withthe Galatea. 
The only serious difference between the com- 
mittee and the representatives of the English 
yachts occurred over the question whether the 
Engiish or New-York Yacht Club system of 
time allowance should govern the races. It 
was finally agreed to submit the matter for 
arbitration to George L. Schuyler, the su: viving 
donor of the cup, who is also to be the referee 
of the matches. Mr. Schuyler decided in favor 
of the New-York YachtClub system. The Eng- 
lish system is more favorable to the cutters, The 
trial races to enable the committee to select a 
yacht to sail against the English boat will be 
sailed on the last of the present month and the 
first week of July. The rendezvous for the an- 
nual cruise will be at Glen Cove on July 20. 





UNDER A BROILING SUN. 
While President Cleveland is giving much 
attention to reforms in many departments he 
has wholly neglected to provide a suitable and 
merciful set of men to run the weather, for if 
he had nosuch melting degree of temperature 
would have been inflicted on New-Yorkers as 
they suffered from yesterday. Old Sol looked 


angry when he rose, but when he discovered 
that the thermometer stood at only 70° at6 A. M. 
he went to work. He beat anything ever re- 
corded of him on a corresponding date, so far as 
any New-York record goes. In 1873 he came the 
nearest, stopping at 92°, while tor the jast 15 
years, except in 1878, 86° has been the highest. 
In eight of these years the mercury stood at less 
than 80°. At 9 o’elock the temperature had 
risen to 76°, and then the extremely high 
humidity of the atmosphere added greatiy to 
the distress of man and beast. But it grew 
hotter and hotter, and at noon the mercury rez- 
istered 88°, with no indication of stopping. <At 
3:30 and for an hour afterward it maintained it- 
self at 95° at Hudnut’s. Even at the Signal 
Service Station on top of the Equitable Build- 
ing, 190 feet above Broadway, it stood at 91°. 
At 4:30 a seven miles an hour breeze reached the 
city from the west and gave some relief, al- 
though the record stood 90° at 6o’clock. The 
ferryboats on both the Eastand North Rivers 
and to Staten Islana were well patronized all day 
by poor mothers with children and babies, who 
thus tried to save their little ones from the dan- 
gerous hot air in and around their homes.

THE STAR ROUTE CIVIL SUITS. 
a oo 
VERDICT FOR THE DEFENDANTS IN THE 
PARKER CASES IN TOPEKA, KAN. 

Correspondence of the Kansas City Journal. 

TopreKA, Kan., June 13.—The celebrated 
star route trials have just been completed, re- 
sulting in a unanimous verdict in favor of the 
defendants. These cases, which have attracted 
such personal attention, have made the pending 
suits of more than common interest, not only to 
the Bench and Bar but to the public gen- 
erally. The cases which have just been 
tried in the Federal court here were three 
civil actions, the first being the case of 
the United States of America against V. W. 
Parkerand J. W. Parker, in which judgment 
was claimed in the sum of $179,000, with interest 
from August, 1882. This was concerning mail 


route No. 82,024, known as the Vinita route. The 
second case was the United States against E. W. 
Parker and J. W. Parker, in which judgment 
was claimed in thesum of $31.000, with interest 
from January, 1883, concerning services on mail 
route No, 29,149, known as the Arkansas route. 
The third was the case of the United States 
against B. H. Pease and J. W. Parker, in which 
the sum of $6,000 and interest from Aug. 8, 1882, 
concerning service on mail route No. 45,103, 
known as the Nevada route, was asked. 

The cases by order of the Judge were consoli- 
dated and tried as one. The entire week has 
been consumed in the evidence and argument 
of the counse!. The Government has raked the 
whole country from New-Mexico to Rhode Isl- 
and fur witnesses, who are in attendance, and a 
large number of officials from Washington. 
Nothing has been left undone on the part 
of the Government, which seems to have 
opened its Treasury for tbe prosecution 
of these suits. A number of Special Agents, 
Post Office Inspectors, and detectives 
have been employed for several months 
to work up these cases. A corps of engineers 
were detailed to measure a portion of the 
routes, and all the evidence that the Government 
could introduce has been brought to bear. The 
Hon. Elmer 8. Dundy, United gtates Judge for 
the District of Nebraska, was assigned to take 
the place of Judge Foster in the trial of these 
cases, The Department of Justice detailed 
George L. Douglas as Assistant United States 
Attorney, who has been several ronths working 
up the case, and the Government was also ably 
represented by the Hon. J. R. Hallowell, United 
States District Attorney for Kansas, while Col. 
A. 8, Everest, of Atchison, represented the de- 
fendants. 

It has been one of the most remarkable cases 
ever tried in the State, not only on account of 
the amount involved, but also the principle of 
law applicable, it being the first case of its char- 
acter ever tried in the United States, as the 
other star route cases which have been tried 
were criminal! procedures. The able and court- 
eous way with which Judge Dundy has pre- 
sided has won the admiration of ail, and his able 
charge to the jury met with the approval of 
counsel on both sides. It is but ~ to say 
that both Mr. Douglas and Col. Hallowell tried 
the case on behalf of the Government for all 
there was in it, and the verdict of the jury voices 
the sentiment of all who heard the trial. It was 
evident almost from the outset that the Gov- 
ernment had weak grounds for action, which 
became more weak as tne case proceeded. Col. 
Everest made one of the most telling and elo- 
quent speeches to the jury that has ever been 
heard in a Topeka court room, and when the 
jury came in and the three separate verdicts for 
the defendants were pronounced he grasped the 
hana of Mr. Pease, the only defendant present, 
and said, ‘* Justice prevails.”

PROSPECTS OF THE HOP CROP. 


THE AVERAGE EQUAL TO OR GREATER THAN 
LAST YEAR. 
Watrervintz, N. Y., June 16.—Old hop 
growers say the worst thing that can happen to 
the industry is a ** boom” such as struck it three 
years ago. Those engaged in the business at 
such times believe there will be a second year 
at Jeast of good prices and increase their acre- 
age. Others seeing fortunes made by their 
peighbors turn their wheat fields into hop yards. 
Overproduction is the result, and year after 
year losses are incurred, ‘for,’’ said one of the 


largest growers in this vicinity to-day, ‘‘hop 
growing resembles gambling in this respect. 
There isa possibility of big gains; there is al- 
ways the chance that disaster will overtake the 
crop in évery other hop-growing district. So it 
is that a man who goes into hopraising rarely 
quits until ruin is upon him, or uncomfortably 
close.’’ The small farmer suffers proportionally 
and the mortgage which was lifted by hops at 
50 and 80 cents a pound settles upon the land 
again when prices rule long at the present 
average. 

It costs about 12 centsa pound to raise hops, 
and prices how range from 15 cents down to 7, 
Usually the bop farmer isa “ bull” in“ futures.” 
At present he is yy oem d bearish. All 
through the region hereabout—Oneida, Madt- 
son, and Otsego Counties—reports vary but lit- 
tle. ** Hops never looked better at this season 
of the year.” The acreage is equal to or greater 
than that of last year. Similar reports come 
from abroad, The crop promises well in Ger- 
many, in England, in the Northwest, and on the 
Pacific slope. This isthe outlook of the vine. 
The fruit, of course, has not appeared. If 
the harvest fulfills the promise the market will 
be glutted and the grower will not get his 
money back. Between the present time and the 
picking season, however, are critical periods. 
The yield may be reduced toa remunerative 
quantity. If not, there will be fewer acres of 
hops raised next year. Farmers who went into 
the business in 1883 will retire. Old yards will 
be plowed up and assigned to other products. 
The farmer who has capital will store his bales 
for better preces. He who has to sell to get 
money to pay his help will be poorer than he 
was when the Summer apened. Thisis the way 
men talk who have long been engaged in hop 
culture, and are usually well informed on all 
matters affecting their pursuit. To the pros- 
pects of a big yield this year they connect the 
fact that “there area great many hops of the 
crop of 1884 in the country.”’ The vines are ap- 
proaching the tops of the poles, and are hardy 
in appearance.

MR. PHELPS IN LONDON. 
aacupsk sich tat 
HIS RESPONSE TO THE LORD MAYOR’S 
TOAST TO THE UNITED STATES MINISTER. 
From the London Daily News, June 4. 

Mr. Phelps, on rising, was again. much 
cheered. He said: ‘I am very much indebted to 
you, my Lord Mayor, for the kind words in 
which my health has been proposed, and to you, 
my lords, ladies, and gentlemen, for the kind 
way in which it has been received. I do not 
presume to take to myself in any degree the 
honor of this reception. I am but a stranger 
within the gates of England, with no such claim 
upon your personal consideration as my distin- 
guished predecessor had, as the Lord Mayor has 
so happily remarked. Butitis more gratifying 
to me than any personal compliment that 
could be paid by you to see in this another 


proof in addition to the many that have been 
pressed upon me in the short time since I landed 
in England of the cordial and hearty feeling 
which exists in England toward the country 
which I have the honor to represent. The Amer- 
ican Minister when he comes here finds it is no 
foreign mission on which he has been sent. On 
both sides of the Atlantic he is equally at home. 
He changes the sky and not the hearts by which 
he is surrounded. He comes as a stranger, but 
issoon made to perceive that he is welcome and 
established as a friend. In my judgment itisa 
most important as well asa gratifying ciroum- 
stance that the relations between the people of 
these two great countries are growing more 
cordial every day. Never, I believe, were they 
80 cordial as they are at the present moment. 
International prejudices are usually the offsprin 
of international misunderstanding, and nationa 
misunderstandings disappear under a large and 
liberal international intercourse. Tat is the 
means under Providence that is bringing these 
people nearer and nearer all the time to each 
other. Steam and electricity have bridged the 
Atlantic, and both countries are full of the citi- 
zens of each other. Many Americans are here 
and many Englishmen are in the United States. 
Hach country is overspread with travelers from 
the other. hose who have traveled in the 
United States know that the cordial feeling to- 
ward that country is reciprocated there, and 
those who have not traveled there I cordially in- 
vite in the name of my country to go. 
[Cheers and laughter.] It is this inter- 
course that has brought these people 
together in the manner to which [ 
have alluded. The relations between Govern- 
ments, and especially between the Governments 
of great nations, are most important undoubt- 
edly, and we are to be felicitated on the fact 
that has been alluded to by the Lord Mayor, that 
the relations between the Governments of Hng- 
land and of the Unitea Stares are now so happy 
that there is nothing to be said on the subject. 
But after all, the real sympathy and fraternity 
that should exist between nations is not to be 
accomplished by diplomacy or treaties. It de- 
pends on the personal sympathy and feelings of 
the peoples. If I may be permitted to allude to 
recent events, I can assure you that when it was 
perceived that the clouds of war, which 
had been so threatening in this country, 
began to be dissipated—and [I hope and 
pray God may ultimately be dissipated— 
when it began to be seen that the sunshine of 
peace was likely to fall unobstructed on this 
beautiful hall and on the many industries of 
England, there was no people in all the range of 
humanity by whom that conclusion was received 
with more complete satisfaction and gratitude 
than by the people of the United States. [Cheers.] 
And especially, as it seems to me, should this 
fraternal feeling between these great nations 
find expression in this place and on this occasion, 
where you preside in 6 gs official capacity as 
chief magistrate in the greatest city of the 
world, whose commerce has more than put a 
girdle round the world. It is tne great in- 
dustries that have made commerce. America 
is emphatically the country of industry and 
of business. In no country in the world 
have the class called business men so large a 
share of influence in the affairs of Government. 
America is pre-eminently the home of all who 
are workers. It is no home for theidler, and 
therefore here, more than anywhere, is it 
proper that expression should be given to the 
true relations that exist between the two 
countries. And there is another reason wh 
American representatives, and above all 
American lawyers, should be glad to come here 
on this occasion, and that is the common ad- 
miration that we feel for those distinguished 
men, the Judges of England. We claim them 
also as brethren of our profession. In hundreds 
of courts, among thousands of lawyers and 
Judges who never saw and never will see 
the face of an English Judge, their names to-day 
are received with honor, and their judgments 
are constantly studied. They have to make laws 
that extend from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and for these laws the judgments of the English 
Judges are their authority. We had last yeara 
distinguished member of the English Bench 
Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge, in the United 
States. He came there as the guest of the 
American Bar, and he remained there as the 
guest of the American people. He delighted 
them all, and I believe he came away not alto- 
gether displeased with us. I hope that many 
of his distinguished brethren will follow his 
example and travel there in what I may 
call the second jurisdiction of the 
English Bench. In no one thin T 
venture to say, among many things on which 
Englishmen are to be congratulated, are they to 
be congratulated more than on their judiciary 
and on British justice, which has built up Brit- 
ish liberty and the freedom of England. The 
freedom of Engiand bas been fought for on 
many field; it has been contended for in many a 
Parliament, @2d many a great light has been 
thrown upon it, by the judicial bench. Your 
poet Jaureate has condensed the whole thing in 
the expression: 
“* Where freedom broadens slowly down 
From precedent to precedent.’ ”’ 
In conclusion, the honorable gentleman again 
thanked the company for the kindly reception 
they had given him.

Ex-Gov. Thomas J. Jarvis, of North 
Carolina, the new United States Minister to Bra- 
zil, related the following personal incidents in 
responding tothe toast in his honor atthe din- 
ner tendered him in Norfolk, Va., on the even- 
ing of the llth inst. : 


** Forty years ago this very month, when but 
9 years of age, I drove a market cart to this 
city, and for years continued to come and go, 
bringing from Currituck eggs, chickens, &e., 
and carrying home necessary supplies for family 
use. The world moves, and the market carts of 
those days have given way to railroads and 
steamboats, which ply the rivers and which 
puild up your wharves. And you,*my friends, 
are entertaining to-night one of the market 
boys of old Currituck. The change has 
been wrought, as my old friend would 
have it, by such friends as I am surrounded 
with this evening. In 1865 I became almost a 
wanderer in your city. May, 1865, passing along 
Main-street penniless and unknown, I was ac- 
costed by a German clothier, who said: * Mine 
frent, don’t yeu want a suit of clothes?’ I knew 
ofno one who wanted them more than I did, 
but how should [ get a suit of clothes with nota 
penny in my pocket? I told him yes, and ex- 
plained my impoverished condition, when he 
asked: ‘ Are you one of the fellows who went to 
the wars and Js just getting home?’ ‘ Yes,’ said 
I. ‘Then come and get a suit,’ said he, ‘and pay 
me when you get the money.’ And,” said the 
Governor, “I don’t think he ever regretted let- 
ting me have thatsuit.”

OLD NEWBURY. 


ITS HISTORY AND ITS’ TRADITIONS. 


The two hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the settlement of the old town of New= 
bury, Mass., at the mouth of the Merrimac River, 
now divided into Newbury, West Newbury,.and 
Newburyport, was:celebrated in the last-named 
city on Wednesday, 10th inst. The programme- 
of the day included.a procession, a dinner, and a 
reception. A historical address was delivered 
by President Bartlett, of Dartmouth College, 


and a poem was read which was written for the 
occasion by the late Hon. George Lunt shortly 
before his death. The following letter: from Mr. 
Whittier was read at the dinner: 


AMESBURY, 6th Month, 1885. 

Samuel J. Spaulding, D. Di: 

My Dear FriEND: I am sorry that I cannot 
hone to be with you on the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the settlement of old 
Newbury. Although I can hardly call myself a 
son of the ancient town, my grandmother, Sarah 
Greenleaf, of blessed memory, was its daughter, 
and I may therefote claim to be its grandson. 
Its genial and learned historian, Joshua Coffin 
was my first school teacher, and all my life t 
have lived in sight of its green hills and in hear- 

ng ot its Sabbath bells. Its wealth of natural 

eauty has not been left unsung by its own 
poets, Hannah Gould, Mrs. Hopkins, George 

Lunt, and Edward W. Washburn, while Harriet 

Prescott Spofford’s ‘Plum Island Sound” js_as 
sweet and musical as Tennyson’s ** Brook.” Its 
history and legends are familiar to me. I seem 
to have known all its old worthies, whose de- 
scendants have helped to people a continent, 
and who have carried the name and memories of 
their birthplace to the Mexican Gulf and across 
the Rocky Mountains to the shores of tho 

Pacific. They were the best and selectest of 
Puritanism, brave, honest, God-fearirg men and 
women; and if their creed in the lapse of time 
has lost something of its vigor, the influence of 
their ethical righteousness still endures. The 
prophecy of Samuel Sewall that Christians 
should be found in Newbury so long as pigeons 
shall roost on its oaks and Indian corn grows in 
Oldtown fields remains still true, and we trust 
will always remainso. Yet, as of old, the evil 
personage sometimes intrudes himself into com- 
pany too good for him. It was said inthe witeh- 
cratt trials of 1692 that Satan baptized} his con- 
verts at Newbury Falls, the scene, probably, of 
one of Hawthorne’s weird * Twice Told Tales.” 
And there isa tradition that, in the midst of a 
heated controversy between one of Newbiry’s 
painful ministers and his Deacon, who (antici- 
pating Garrison by a century) ventured to 
doubt the propriety of clerical slaveholding, 
the adversary made his appearance in the shape 
of a black giant stalking through Byfield. It 
was never, I believe, definitely settled whether 
he Was drawn there by the minister’s zeal in de- 
fense of slavery or the Deacon's irreverent de- 
nial of the minister's right and duty to curse 
Canaan in the person of his negro. 

Oid Newbury has sometimes been spoken of as 
ultra-conservative and hostile to new ideas and 
progress, but this is not warranted by its his- 
tory. More than two centuries ago, when Major 
Pike just across the river stood up and de- 
nounced in open town meeting the law against 
freedom of conscience and worship, and was in 
consequence fined and outlawed, some of New- 
bury’s best citizens stood bravely by him. The 
town took no part in the witchcraft horror, and 
got none of its old women and town charges 
hanged for witches. ‘Goody’ Morse had the 
spirit rappings in her house years earlier than 
the Fox girls did, and somewhat later a Newbury 
minister, in wig and knee buckles, rode, Bible in 
hand, over to Hampton to lay a ghost who had 
materialized himself and was stamping up and 
down stairs in his military boots. 

Newbury’s ingenious citizen, Jacob Perkins, 
in drawing out diseases with his metallic trac- 
tors was quite as successful as modern “* faith 
and mind” doctors. The Quakers, whipped at 
Hampton on one hand and at Salem onthe 
other, went back and forth unmolested in New- 
bury, for they could make ho impression on its 
ironclad orthodoxy. Whitefield set the exam- 
ple since followed by the Salvation Army of 
preaching in its streets,and now lies buried 
under one of its churches with almost the honors 
of sainthood. Willham Lloyd Garrison was born 
in Newbury. The town must be regarded asthe 
alpha and omega of anti-slavery agitation, be- 
ginning with its abolition Deacon and ending 
with Garrison. Puritanism here as elsewhere 
had a flavor of radicalism; it had_ its 
humorous side, and its ministers did not hesi- 
tate to use wit and sarcasm, like Elijah before 
the priests of Baal. As, for instance, the wise 
and learned clergyman. Puritan of the Puritans, 
beloved and reverenced by all, who has just laid 
down the burden of his nearly 100 years, startled 
and shamed his brother ministers who were 
zealously for the enforcement of the fugitive 
slave law by preparing for them a form of 
sprayer for use while engaged in catching run- 
away slaves. 

I have, I fear, dwelt too long upon the stor 
and tradition of the old town, which will doubt- 
less be better told by the orator of the day. The 
theme is to me full of interest. Among the 
blessings which I would gratefully own is the 
fact that my lot has been cast in the beautiful 
Valley of the Merrimac, within sight of New- 
bury steeples, Plum Island, and Crane Neck 
and Pipe Stave Hills. 

Let me.in closing, pay something of the debt 
I have owed from boyhood, by expressing a sen- 
timent in which I trust every son of the ancient 
town will unite: Joshua Coffin, historian of 
Newbury, teacher, scholar. and antiquarian, 
and one of the earliest advocates of slave eman- 
cipation. May his memory be kept green, to 
use the words of Judge Sewall, “so long as 
Pium Island keeps its post and a sturgeon leaps 
in Merrimac River.” Iam very faithfully thy 
friend, JOHN G. WHITTIER. 


One of the attractive features of the occasion 
was the displaying of 75 portraits of men and 
women who have been famous in the history of 
old mower. In the collection were portraits of 
the Rev. John Adams, who founded Methodism 
in Newbury; John Quincy Adams, who studied 
Jaw there with Chief-Justice Parsons and madea 
welcome address to President Washington in 
1789; Juage Nathaniel Byfield, for whom the 
village of Byfield was named; Caleb Cushing, 
**Lord’’ Timothy Dexter of eccentric fame; 
Gov. William Dummer, founder of Dummer 
Academy; Nicholas Pike, author of arithmetics, 
the first of the kind published in tne United 
States; William Wheelwright, who established 
lines of steamships from South American to 
American ports, and Leonardi Withington, the 
great divine. 





AN IRRIGATING CANAL COMPLETED. 
From the Phentx (Arizona) Gazette. 

During the past week the Arizona Canal 
was under close examination and final inspec- 
tion by the President of the company, Clark 
Churchill, to ascertain whether the contracts of 
Mr. Murphy had been fully performed. It stood 
the test and examination made, and was finally 


accepted by the company. Water flows grace- 
fully and evenly through its entire length of 41 
miles from near the mouth of the Verde on Salt 
River to Cave Creek, a point some 17 miles north 
of the Gila, into whieh its waste water flows. 
This canal will carry as much water as the Erie 
Canal, in the State of New-York. Itis a grand 
improvement, and although of a public nature, 
it has been constructed entirely by private 
means, and its existence is due to the energy, en- 
terprise, and great business capacity of a few men. 
It will furnish water to reclaim and render valu- 
able a very large tract of landwhich does not 
belong to the canal company,and the only ad- 
vantage the company will receive from it will be 
the moneys derived from the sales of water and 
water rights. In fact, the water rights will 
barely bring backto the company the money 
expended in construction. The sales of water at 
fixed rates will barely cover the running ex- 
penses, 50 that, in fact, the Jandholders will get 
ashare of this great irrigating canai, with the 
assurance that it will be kept in order for their 
perpetual use, at about its actual cost. No im- 
provement in any part of the country originat- 
ing in private enterprise and involving so much 
expenditure has to our knowledge ever_been 
brought to so successful a completion, It will 
furnish water to supply thousands of farms, 
vineyards, orchards, and stock growers’ homes 
upon “lands which have ever beeti an unproduc- 
tive desert of no value for any purpose. It will 
be of incalculable benefit to this valley and the 
whole Territory. 





PURITAN AND PILGRIM. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, June 8. 
In his luminous eulogy on the Puritan 
emigration and charfcter, and their influence in 
the founding and growth and perpetuity of. this 
Nation, Mr. Curtis bas ignored the distinction 
which nice historical writers draw between the 


Puritan and the Pilgrim. Itisthe statue of the 
Pilgrim which was unveiled in Central Park 
Saturday; he who signed the compact in the 
cabin of the Mayflower, and who set foot on 
Plymouth Rock on that bleak December day in 
1620, was an “independent” in religious matters, 
bearing therefore the germ of a wider freedom 
than the Puritan of Massachusetts Bay contend- 
ed for. Yet the distinction soon ceased to exist; 
the Puritan joined the Pilgrim in “ the New- 
England way,” which led to all the fruitful ad- 
vance of human individual liberty. It is the 
broader, the inclusive, term that the orator used, 
and he basset forth the purpose and achieve- 
ment of the Puritan to admiration, and with a 
tine eloquence of historic enthusiasm.

TWO .BEWILDERED: GERMANS.

' THE DILEMMA. THEY WERE :-IN UNTIL A 
BANK CLERK HELPED: THEM‘ OUT. 

Two big, stolid, broad-shouldered, 
blonde-bearded’*German , immigrants strolled-‘up 
Broadway from Castle-Garden ‘yesterday after- 
noon. Each was comfortably dressed:in:a-dark 
suit-of foreign make and each wore 4 peaked 
black-hat,.andin the band of-each hat was a 
blueand white card bearing the address of a

See” answered 
the messenger, and then, noting the look of per- 
plexity on the German’s face, he continued, 
raising his voice: “Me no understand Dutch.

Two or three pedestrians had stopped to listen 
to the dialogue, and a truckman took the card 
away from the messenger, read it, and handed 
it to a young German, who looked as if he might 
be a barber or a grocery clerk. A little groupof

.and the biz blonde Germans seemed very un- 
easy among them until theircountryman took 
the card.

‘** Gimme the card,” he said, ina tone of con« 
tempt. “ You fellers don’t know how to givea 
man a pointer at all.

he fmmigrants were suitably impressed with 
his superiority and lent him their attention. The 
bank olerk drew two parallel straight lines 
across the back of the card and then pointed 
to the sidewalk, saying “street,” The Ger- 
mans nodded intelligently, The bank clerk next 
scrawled arude square midway along his par- 
allel lines.

The immigrantgacce thisinformation with 
nods of satisfaction. he bank olerk then drew 
a branchroad on the card, away from his Post 
Office, to represent Park-row, and continued it 
to Chatham-street, while the Germans looked 
eagerly over his shoulder. Next he marked off 
the number of lateral streets they would be 
obliged to pass after passing the Post Office,

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THE CULEBRA MASSACRE 


A FEW LAWLWSS NEGROES RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR THE AFFAIR. 
HEY ROB AN ITINERANT SHOWMAN, WHO 
SEEKS PROTECTION, AND RUMORS OF 

AN UPRISING ARE STARTED. 

Coton, June 6.—It would seem as though 
the unlucky United States of Colombia was 
destined to drink the dregs of thecup of mis- 
fortune. Not only has sbe been torn by interna! 
revolt, her cities burned and her people killed, 
her trade destroyed and her finances seriously 
erabarrassed, but out of the revolution has 
grown yarious claims against her of more or less 
importance, some of which will be, it is said, 
pusbed with a strong hand. And apparently 
none of these is more threatening than what is 
called the Culebra affair or massacre. As itis ru- 
mored that Engiand, when ghe gets tired of in- 
timidating Russia, will takethis up, and, Colom- 
bia, being arather weak State, sternly enforce 
the collection of the pecuniary part of the debi, 
it may be worth whilé to set forth the founda- 
tion of thisclaim. Iam indebted for my facts 
to Capt. Seiders, of the Alene, a gentleman who 
was on the isthmus at the time of the ‘disorder 
and who was in an excellent position to know 
the truth, 

Before proceeding it becomes necessary to say 
afew words about the individual who is ordi- 
narily called *“‘the Jamaica nigger.” This species 
of the human race is without any exception the 
most insolent, lawless, brutal, and offensive that 
it has been my misfortune to encounter. Witi 
an absurdly overrated idea of his own im- 
portance, he imagines that the whole world 
admires him as_ intensely as he does 
himself. But one degree removed from 
his brutal ancestors in the wilds of Africa, the 


varnish with which civilization has been able to 
giaze him is exceedingly thin, and the slightest 
scratch will disclose the savage nature beneath 
it. With butafaintidea of law and order, his 
thoughts in such matters are bounded by force 
alone: the Government or person he thinks 
stronger than himself he will obey. He has no 
idea of results, no conception of the con- 
sequences. He would set fire to his house 
to make a child come down stairs. The 
result of all this is that the Jamaica negro is at 
once one of the most easily governed and one of 
the most difficult to rule of the human race. In 
Jamaica, where law is supreme, he is obedient, 
because it is his biind habit and that of his fellows 
to beso more than from any intelligent idea 
that the weil-being of tne community is depend- 
ent upon such obedience. But when he reaches 
the isthmus, where his race bas been imported 
by thousands to work on the canal, he finds all 
the restraints to which he has been accustomed 
suddenly removed, and he enters upon a wild 
orgie of license which defies description. Dur- 
ing the revolution here the principal part of 
the “jooting’? was done by the Jamaica ne- 
groes, and their presence became a serious Gan- 
gerassoonas the only restraint upon them, 
that of the contractors who were employing 
them, was removed by the cessation of work. 

Under these circumstances it is not surprising 
that a cheap show, combining among its attrac- 
tions a panorama and acrobatic performances, 
found the first night it opened the doors of its 
canvas tent to the public that the Jamaica ne- 
groes present, atter watching the performance 
nearly to the end, with much noise and more 
bravery invaded the office of the ticket seller 
and stole the money. Nor after this experience 
on the part of the proprietors was it to be won- 
dered at that the following day they should ap- 
ply to the General commanding the district in 
which the village of Culebra is situated for a 
guardto actas police. That night tive Colombian 
soldiers from the distant State of Cauca marched 
down to the show and took up their posi- 
tien within the tent. Not one of these 
men could speak any but the Spanish 
language, while the negroes of Jamaica talk 
a sort of pigeon English. At 8 o’clock the 
crowd reached the _ show. Entering the 
tent and finding the soldiers they quickly sur- 
rounded them and after a brief struggle capt- 
ured their rifles. Having done this they amused 
themselves by making speeches and songs, and 
in the confusion the soldiers escaped. Return- 
ing to the command the men reported that their 
weapons had been seized by a mob. At this time 
upon the isthmus Prestan had just escaped and 
his gang had been dispersed. Public excitement, 
while temporarily allayed. was merely smojder- 
ing; a rumor was enough to fan it into a blaze. 
The men did not understand who or what their 
assailants were, and their report that it was the 
beginning of another insurrection was one 
which, however false in fact, was somewhat 
natural. Upon hearing the stories of his men 
the officer in command of the Government 
troops—Capt. Garcia—ordered out a detachment 
and marched to the scene of the disturbance. 
When near the tent he was met by an ex- 
cited crowd of negroes together with some 
Colombians, armed with the captured rifles, 
and as events proved, with revolvers. 
Upon seeing the soldiers the mob opened 
fire. those among them who had no weapons 
throwing stones. It is not the least a refuta- 
tion of this story that they did nothit any of 
the soldiers, the persons composing such a mob 
rarely being good shots. Believing that the reb- 
els had actualiy made another stand, Capt. 
Garcia halted his men, ordered them to take aim 
and fire. Some of the negroes inthe crowd were 
hit, and the rest at once escaped. Retreating, 
they took refuge in one of the barracks erected 
by the canal company for the laborers, and this 
piace the troops stormed. They were beaten 
back. Receiving reinforcements they attacked 
the barracks a second time, when they succeed- 
ing in effecting an entrance. Many of the labor- 
ers were kilied, some of them being men who 
had not been concerned in the original disturb- 
ance at the show, but who had taken part in the 
first fight at the barracks. in relating the story 
General Reyes bitterly denounced the stupidity 
of those persons who permitted the second at- 
tack on the barracks, although, he said, at that 
time the troops were under the impression from 
all that bad taken place that the armed rebellion 
had returned to life. There is little doubt that 
the men who began the aifair,and who after- 
ward fired upon the troops, escaped without in- 
jury, while those who suffered were mainly in- 
nocent. About 20 men were killed. 

Whilein Kingston I called upon the Colonial 
Secretary, the Hon. E. N. Walker. In answer to 
my questions Mr. Walker said: “I can only re- 
fer you to Mr. George Solomons, an ex-member 
of the Legislative Council. We have no official 
knowledge of the affair yet, but Mr. Solomons, 
who has been in Colon since it occurred, has fur- 
nished us witha report asthe result of his in- 
vestigation, and this we have torwarded to the 
Foreign Office, stating at the same time the 
source from which we got it. We have also 
written to the English Consul in Panama asking 
for areport. Of course the laborers from Ja- 
maica have, when traveling on lawful business 
and behaving themselves, the same protection 
which is given to any of her Majesty’s subjects. 
At the same time we positively know that one- 
balf ora little Jarger part of our habitual crim- 
inal class have gone to the isthmus. In fact the 
number of crimes has been smaller since the be- 
ginning of canal work. Wearetherefore aware 
of the fact that with the laborers there has ar- 
rived on the isthmusa dangerous element. As 
to the Culebre affair, you had better see Mr. 8ol- 
omons, because all that I know of the matter I 
got from him.” 

Mr. Solomons said *“*I look upon the affair as 
having been a most barbarous and bloody 
massacre, the sole object of which was plunder. 
There was, I believe,a circus or something of 
that kind going on and some Colombian troops 
went down toit. I donot know if this was cus- 
tomary, but I think not. At any rate they went, 
and while there got into some difficulty with the 
peopie present. They went back to their quar- 
ters and madea report of the circumstances to 
the officers. You must know that the laborers 
from Jamaica, working on the canal, live in 
large barracks into which no one but themselves 
is allowed to go. The Colombian troops, about 
20, after the affair at the circus, attacked one of 
these barracks, but were beaten back. The 
Jaborers were then trying to obey their orders 
and keep strangers out. Returning in much 
larger numbers, the troops made their way in 
and killed 21 im all, wounding as mary 
more. I have been told by one of the 
gentlemen present during the examination 
into the affair by the canai officials 
and representatives of the Colombian Govern- 
ment, that the sight in the barracks was a most 
horrible one. The men were lying in their bunks 
cut to pieces with the machetes, those long 
knives which all Colombians carry. After killing 
them the soldiers rified their pockets and took 
everything of value they could find. The men had 
been paid off a few days before, and it was the 
knowledge of this which undoubtedly led to the 
massacre. It was proved that many of the men 
killed had not been out of the barracks that 
evening, 50 that the plea that it was done as the 
result of an assault falls to the ground. Of 
course the affair had the natural result of driv- 
ing the laborers away from the isthmus b 
thousands, asthey refused to stay and be killed. 
The Colombian troops,as they call themselves,are 
an undisciplined mob of cutthroats whose sole 
desire is to kill and rob. Their officers during 
such ascene as that at Culebra have no control 
over them in any way, and neither life nor prop- 
erty is sate where they are. The poor laborers 
who were waked out of sleep only to receive 
their death, and who were then robbed of all 
they had in the world, had committed no wrong. 
Their only crime was that they were defenseless 
and had some money. It is to be hoped that 
her Majesty’s Government will exact a heavy 
retribution for this outrage. When you write 
this up you might say that the statements | have 
given you are the facts in the case, as that will 
make your article more interesting.” 

“Very well. But did you examine inte the 
affair eee or whatis your autbority for this 
story?” 

“No, I did not examine myself. My authority 
is a gentleman whose name I do not care to 
give you, but who was acquainted with the re- 
sults of the investigation which was made and 
who told the story to me. There can be no 
doubt at. all that he is thoroughly reliabie.” 

“Was he connected with the Colombian Gov- 
ernment-or the canal company ?” 

“With the canal company. He was in a posi- 
tion to know ali about the affair, and he told me 
the massacre was a wholly unprovoked and most 
brutal outrage.”

have, of course, talked about it with people 
wbom I supposed might know. Many of them 
have been Jamaicans of the better class. Some of 
these,whom I have formerly always found stand- 
ing up for the laborers from Jamaica, have in 
this case told me that they believed the whole 
affair was begun by the laborers. Others have 
accused the Spaniards as being the originators 
of the trouble. There is nothing intrinsically 
improbable about the negroes starting tne dif- 
ficulty, because not only are the majority of the 
Jamaican laborers who come here exceedingly 
difficult to govern, but there is a deap feud be- 
tween them and the Spaniards, and it breaks out 
from time te time. Each side fears and hates 
the other. It would not surprise me xt any 
time to hegr that difficulties had arisen. There 
are enough negroes on the isthmus to sweep out 
a2ilthe Spaniards left, now that the troops have 
gone, and we at any time may have troubie.” 

A gentleman in business here said: ‘* The 
isthmus was under martial law, which had been 
prociaimed by the Government. Fugitives from 
the troops had taken refuge in the barracks and 
the troops had been beaten off. Under martial 
law that was a rebellion, and the troops were 
justified in storming the place at any hazard, 
and all inside were liable to hurt. This is all the 
lezal view there is about it.”’

Assistant District Attorney Nicoll was the only 
cool figure te be seen inthe room. After sev- 
eral witnesses had been examined for the de- 
fense, and their testimony had corroborated 


most of that given yesterday, Charles A. Bud- 
densiek himself was called. He looked decided- 
ly melancholy, and his sojourn in the Tombs had 
evidently had a depressing influence upon bis 
spirits.

It was a merely formal question, but still Mr. 
Buddensiek’s tones were far from decided, ana 
he appeared to be wondering within himself if 
he really were the defendant. However, he was 
soon recalled to bimself, and by ex-Judge Ful- 
lerton was induced to give the jury such details 
concerning his previous life as they might have 
required had they been compiling his biography. 
He was 49 years old, had been 28 years in Amer- 
ica, and was originally a butcher. He was in the 
army in Germany, his native country, for one 
year. He came trom Germany to Baltimore, 
then favored Cincinnati, New-York, and San 
Francisco, where he conferred the honor on 
America of becoming a citizen of the United 
States. From 1862 to 1885 he was again engaged 
in the butcher business, after which he went 
into real estate. He then told how the houses 
which fell were built, practically as he told it at 
the time, claiming that he gave the contracts to 
those whom he believed to be skilled workmen 
and using good material. 

“itis said that, instead of sharp sand, loam 
was used ?”’ asked ex-Judge Fullerton. 

*“Tneversaw any used. We invariably had 
cement. There was no loam put in the supply 
of cement.”’ 

Mr. Buddensiek had seen the Inspectors of 
Buildings three or four times a week at the 
buildings. Once he had been told that a wall 
bulged, when it was promptly pulled down. No 
turther complaint had been made with regard 
to that wall. “I knew they would arrest me if 
I did not make all the alterations they suggest- 
ed,” he said. “I was willing to do anything 
they advised and never refused. I relied upon 
the Inspectors.” O'Reilly had told him that his 
men refused to work as the building was in- 
secure. He had replied that O’Reilly was very 
foolish, as the houses were all built together. 
He bad never urged any man to go into the 
building when he saw it was dangerous. He had 
never had any intimation that the buildings 
were insecure until 2 o’clock on the day they 
had fallen. 

* How many houses have you built in the city 
of New-York?’ asked Assistant District Attor- 
ney Nicoli, in cross-examination. 

** I can’t tell you,” was the surprised answer. 

“ Have you built 1,000 houses ?"’ 

*T never counted them. I may have built 
800 or 400; I may have built less,” 

*T can show,” said Mr. Nicoll indignantly, 
“ that he bas built 2,000.”

* Did you not pay Henry J. Dudley $350 not to 
complain against your workin Seventy-second- 
street and Second-avenue?” 

** Never.”’ 

**Did you not pay Henry J. Dudley $350 not to 
compel reconstruction of buildings in First-ave- 
nue, between Seventy-eighth and Seventy-ninth 
streets 7” 

“No, Sir.” 

* Did you not pay $350 for the dismissal of a 
complaint against buildings in One Hundred and 
Ninth-street and Lexington-avenue for bad 
sand?" 

** Never a cent.” 

**Did you ever give money to your employes 
for that purpose ?” 

** No, Sir.” 

Henry J. Dudiey, architect and ex-Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, was then called to the 
stand. Hesaid the stone used in the building 
was very fair, being composed of gneiss and 
bluestone. He found the wails properly bonded 
with cement. The stope employed was precisely 
the same as that now being used in the construc- 
tion of the foundations of the new armory being 
built in this city. Cross-examined by Mr. Nicoll, 
he did not know how much sand the mortar 
would require nor whether cement was used in 
that mortar. His department had complained 
of Buddensiek’s mortar, but he never had. He 
knew the Record Clerk—Wiliiam C. Ciass—but 
never told him net to take complaints against 
Buddensiek. He also knew Architect Charles 
Baxter, but never had received $350 from him on 
account of Buddensiek for any purpose. 

“Are you not now under indictment in this 
court for bribery ?”’ asked Mr. Nicoll. 

**T was, but am not now that I know of.” 

** Were you not indicted for willful neglect of 

duty in the department ?”' 

* Yes. but nothing ever came of it.” 

Mr. Nicoli then called W. H. Cornet, a sana 
and brick dealer, of Fitty-fifth-street and North 
River. He knew Buddensiek’s pile of sand at 
the dock, and during January and February it 
was an exceedingly small one. In December, 
January, and February he saw the buildings 
going up and never saw more than a load or 
two of sand there, but did see the workmen mix 
loam with the lime to make mortar. The case 
will be continued this morning.

BAD WHEAT PROSPECTS. 

CoLumsBus, Ohio, June 16.—The State 
Board of Agriculture has compiled a compara- 
tive statement of the wheat shortage, based on 
official telegrams and private ,advices of the 
present probabilities with the known five years’ 
average, as estimated by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The total average for 
the past five years in the United States was 412,- 
355,699 bushels, while the estimates for 1885 are 
230,779,000, showing a shortage of 181,576,609 
bushels. The board gives a list of 20 States, and 
assumes that those not mentioned will havea 
full average crop. They would still have a 
prebable shortage of 180,000,000 bushels, or over 
240,000,000 bushels as compared with last year’s 
fullcrop. Michigan and New-York seem to be 
the only two States showing full wheat crops. 
The shortage is in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and Calitornia, the six great 
Winter wheat States. These States only provide 
a yield of 90,000,000 bushels, which is a shortage 
of 118,000,000 as compared with the five years’ 
average. The report concludes: ‘There can be 
no longer any possible doubt that this year's 
wheat crop of the United States is to be the most 
disastrous failure for nearly ascore of years, 
and there is nothing to be gained by denying or 
striving to mitigate the fact, or trying to let the 
public down gently to the knowledge of it.”

INDIGNANT KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
HARTFORD, Conn., June 16.—The Knights 
of Labor of this city representing, they say, 
* 1,500 intelligent workingmen,” have adopted 


resolutions denouncing the appointment of Prof. 
Hadley as Chiet of the Labor Bureau. Following 
a preamble, they say: 


“We do not believe that the Greek and Hebrew Pro- 
fessor is fitted either in sympathy or experience for the 
work of the bureau. We know from his actions in the 
past that instead of being friendly to the working 
ciasses‘or their interest his reputation rests mainly 
on the fact that he was able to collate statistics for the 
most gigantic railroad corporation in the State to show 
that monopoly was a greater Lenny than free comve- 
tition. Ana we further denounce this appointment as 
an outage andan insult to the intelligent working- 
men of the State, who, encouraged by the apparently 
fair promises of the Governor, were called away from 
their daily Ixbortoactin this matter and who were 
afterward insulted by the appointment of a man whom 
they recognize as a friend and servant of the railroad 
corporations.” 





WHAT A FLYING EDITOR DID.

BAD FOR THE FAVORITES 


NOT ONE SUCCESSFUL ON THE 
CONEY ISLAND COURSE, 
A NUMBER OF EXCITING CONTESTS, AND THE 
BETTING MEN NOT DISTURBED-—-HOW 
TYRANT WAS BEATEN 


The legal farce which had been enacted 
at Brighton Beach and Sheepshead Bay was 
brought toaclose on Monday, and the Coney 
Island Jockey Club is not in any hurry to in- 
dulge in any new system of betting, involving, 
as it would, considerable inconvenience and a 
large outlay for paraphernalia and legal advice. 
Yesterday the bookmakers occupied their ac- 
customed places, and the mutual pool machines 
clicked as ot old. It was a merry crowd despite 
the heat which beat down unwmercifully upon 
the quarter stretch, but the heavy showers of 
the preceding night had downed the dust. 

It was a day of disaster for the knowing ones, 
and it is doubtful if the bookmakers ever had a 
more profitable day. Not one favorite was suc- 
cessful, and those who indulged in ill-conceived 
piunges on the Rancocas Stable were badly 
“left.” The racing throughout was of an ex- 
citing description, and especially so was the 
struggle for the Tidal Stakes, the chief at- 
traction of the day, which resulted in a dead 
heat between Joe Cotton and Pardu. The de- 


feat of Tyrant was whoily unlooked for, even 
by the adherents of the Western crack, and his 
poor running is accounted for by the California 
party in the admission that the colt had been in- 
dulged since the Belmont Stakes and had not 
been given sufficient work. In fact they felt too 
sure oftheirgame. He got off badly, and it looked 
from the stand as if he did not get a fair start. 
As there was so much dissatisfaction expressed, 
one of the members of the Executive Cemmit- 
tee who was at the post said no blame could be 
attached to the starter, as the colt moved slug- 
gishly, although close up when the flag fell. 
Pardu was an unknown quantity in the race, 
as he had been troubled during the Spring with 
his feet, which interfered with his preparation. 
But he came to the post very fit yesterday, and 
the tip came from the stable very strong just 
before the start, and the colt was backed down 
five to one, Joe Cotton fairly sustained his 
Western reputation, and although he had the 
best chance to win the entire stake if the dead 
heat was run off, yet his owner wisely agreed to 
divide, Joe Cotton is in the Coney Island Derb 
to be run on Saturday, which will be wort 
$6,000 or more to the winner. 

The other fixed event on the programme was 
the Surf Stakes, which was won by Portland, as 
predicted in THE TIMES, a8 were also the victo- 
ries of Brita in the tirst race, and Heel and Toe 
in the fourth, while Elgin captured the heavy 
weight race, and Ligan, from Brighton Beach, 
the selling race. The Mutuals paid handsome 
dividends to the fortunate owners of winning 
tickets, and there was no desire expressed to 
“subscribe to premiums,” as a substitute for 
the well tried and popular plan. The details of 
the sport follow:

Osceola and Laporte City, North 
Manchester, [nd.; Cambridge, Au- 
gusta, Ga., and Raliston, N. Y., were suspended 
upon proofs of acta of partisanship while in of- 
tice. These acts were of various kinds. Some 
were editors as well as Postmasters, and their 
Peer a in some cases, simee as well as before 
the election, have contained scurrilous and in- 
decent attacks upon officers of the Govern- 
ment, as well as malignancy of political feel- 
ing toward their adversaries in general, In 
some cases it has also been established that 
the Postmasters kept hanging in the Post Of- 
fice the political placards of one party and 
retused to permit those of the other to be there 
displayed, these placards being sometimes inde- 
cent pictures or cartoons unfit for the eye of re- 
spectable persons, In other cases, the Postmas- 
ters were shown to have been efficient political 
agents of their party, members of its working 
committees, and leaders in its organization, well 
known in the community as such, and taking 
particular part in the conduct of election busi- 
ness, often to the impairment of their perform- 
ance of the auties of the office. In several of the 
cases political notices, circulars, and newspapers 


of the opposite political party were shown to 
have been detained in the Post Oftice.

PAYMASTER-GENERAL SMITH’S CASE 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The report of 
the court of inquiry in the case of Paymaster- 
General J. A. Smith, chief of the Bureau of Pro- 
visions and Clothing, Navy Department, was 
made public to-day. It relates in detail the 


facts and circumstances in regard to the pur- 
chases of beef and pork, of flannel, of butter, 
and of ditty boxes, and summarizes the conclu- 
sions of the court as follows: “*That Pay- 
master-General Smith, first, has been der- 
elict and negligent in his duty and 
culpably inefficient in the performance thereof; 
second, that he has, to the detriment and 
yecuniary loss of the Government, favored Aus- 
in F. Brown in his orders and contracts; third, 
that he has violated the laws regulating the du- 
ties and responsibilities of his office, and that 
those violations were to the detriment of the 
Government; fourth, that he has been in many 
ways unfaithful to the trust imposed on him by 
his office; fifth, that the mildest interpretation 
that the court can put on his acts is ignorance 
of his legal responsibilities and duties, a gross 
neglect of his duties, and indifference and inef- 
ficiency in the performance of them,’’ Tne Sec- 
retary of the Navy has decided to order a court- 
martial for the trial of Paymaster-General 
Smith, and the detail for the court will be an- 
nounced in a few days.

The 13 cadet engineers 
who last year refused to accept the $1,000 and dis- 
charge, do not enter into the question of assigning this 
year’s graduates. ‘Their status is still undecided, but if 
the Supreme Court confirms the decision of the Court 
of Claims they will probably be reinstated without re- 
gard to vacancies.

i The Court of Appeals has decided that 
tthe section of the oleomargarine law 
‘which prohibits the manufacture or sale 
of that substance as “‘an article of food” 
$s unconstitutional This decision is 
‘placed on the broad ground that any man 
has aright to invent, manufacture, and 
ell any substitute for an existing article. 
Jt assumes that the article is not injurious 
or sold under the false pretense of being 
something else, and the law in question 
makes no distinction in these respects, nor 
~was there any proof based on such distinc- 
tion in the case at issue. The case against 
Morris Marx was sent to the Court 
of Appeals without any decision’ upon 
the constitutional question by the lower 
courts. Recorder SMytTH, before whom it 
~was tried, declared his belief that the law 
xvas unconstitutional, but as it had been 
upheld by the Supreme Court in the Sec- 
ond District he thought best to send it 
up for review. The General Term of the 
Supreme Court coincided unanimously in 
this view of the case, but confirmed the 
sentence for the purpose of securing a 
prompt decision from the tribunal of last 
yesort. This has now come, and is what 
was expected by the Judges of the lower 
courts. 








The Hon. Joun H. Fox, of Jaffrey, Re- 
publican member of the House in New- 
Hampshire, resigned his seat yesterday in 
Hlisgust over the vote for Buair for Sen- 
ator. Heenjoys and justifies the confi- 
dence of his constituents as an honest and 
jndependent man. If every Republican 
in the country whom Mr. Buatr’s election 
disgusts could express his feeling in an 
equally pointed fashion it might lead to 
Mr. Buair’s own resignation—but it prob- 
ably would not. 








Mr. Coartes T. Harvey is not likely 
to get the gratuity which the Governor 
und Legislature of the State decided to 
turn over to him from the Treasury of 
this city without a contest, and if the 
view of the law which prevails at the 
City Hall is correct he will not get it 
even after a contest. The Corporation 
Counsel holds that the act signed by Gov. 
Hit. is unconstitutional on three very 
plain grounds. First, it appropriates 
public money for private use and was 
not passed by the two-thirds vote of each 
branch of the Legislature which is neces- 
sary for that purpose. Second, it is a pri- 
vate local act granting to an individual 
the right to lay railroad tracks, which is 

hibited by the Constitution. Finally, 

t proposes to deprive the municipal cor- 
poration of property without due process 
of law. It is understood that the guardians 
of the City Treasury will stand by the 
rights of the city and refuse to deliver its 
funds to Mr. Harvey until he has proved 
his legal right to them in spite of these 
vbstacles.

All Americans will unite in the hope 
that Gen. GRaNT may find relief from the 
change of scene and of air which was suc- 
cessfully made yesterday. This unity of 
feeling, in which all old antagonisms of 
every kind are merged, is one of the con- 
solations of his illness. Nobody who is 
well informed about Gen. GRANT'S con- 
dition will question that the change was 
advisable or believe that it has been made 
too soon. 








It is announced that President ANDREW 
D. WuiTrE, of Cornell University, will per- 
emptorily resign his office at the meeting 
of the Trustees to-day. He has been con- 
nected with the university from its incep- 
tion and was the chosen and intimate ad- 
viser of its founder, the Hon, Ezra Cor- 
NELL, in all the plans for the realization 
of his generous scheme. The university 
was intended to occupy, in part at least, 
a field that had never before been so 
boldly entered upon. It has done a 
great deal of good work, and its Alumni 
throughout the country have given it, by 
their energy and intelligence, an excellent 
name. If it has in some degree in later 
years fallen short of the breadth and ele- 
vation of aim which characterized it at 
first, it has been due, perhaps, to the 
timidity which is apt to come upon the 
managers of established institutions. The 
Trustees, it is reported, will be guided 
largely by President WHITE in the choice 
of his successor, while he himself will go 
abroad to complete the work on history 
and social science in which he has long 
been engaged. 








BLAINE AND LOGAN IN OHIO. 


The announcement that Mr. BLAINE and 
Gen. LoGaNn are both to take the stump 
for the Republican ticket in Ohio is proba- 
bly erroneous and still more probably pre- 
mature. There are various reasons why 
either of these gentlemen may very prop- 
erly hesitate to go before the people in a 
State canvass this Fall, and still others 
why they are not likely to goin company. 
It is generally understood that the fight 
in Ohio this Fall is for the Senatorship, 
and that Mr. SHERMAN, in consideration 
for his retirement from the Senate, has a 
fair understanding as to the next Na- 
tional Convention. Both Mr. BLAINE and 
Gen. LoGAN are kind-hearted and gener- 
ous men, but it is doubtful whether they 
have made unnecessary haste to take part 
in a canvass which has been arranged by 
their most prominent probable rival in the 
convention of 1888. Again, if this aspect 
of the matter did not disturb them, there 
is the fact that they are both of them just 
out of along and hard struggle in which 
they were defeated after their hopes of 
victory had been raised to the highest 
pitch. Gen, LoGan was so far affected by 
the result that he barely and almost provi- 
dentially escaped losing his seat in the 
Senate. We can understand that from 
motives connected with the future not 
less than with the past, neither of the 
Republican candidates of 1884 is yet 
anxious to re-enter the fray. 

It can readily be understood that there 
are serious objections to making the elec- 
tion in Ohio of too great national impor- 
tance. Unless the Republican leaders have 
made up their minds already to resume 
the struggle in 1888 on substantially the 
same lines as last year they would cer- 
tainly do well to allow the Ohio canvass 
to be in appearance what it ought to be in 
fact, a State canvass, in which the people 
of Ohio are about to settle matters of State 
concern, and in which victory or defeat 
for the Republican Party will not be re- 
garded as an event of national importance. 
The campaign of 1884 was fought on the 
general assertion that the Republican Par- 
ty, as then organized and led, was not only 
the best but was the only party to which 
the National Government could be in- 
trusted. It was held that the Democrats 
were, aS a party, disloyal in tendency, 
corrupt, inefficient; that they would, if 
they came into power, disorder the 
finances, make dangerous experiments 
with the currency, and enact violent 
changes in taxation, and it was especially 
insisted that they would bring confusion 
and ruin into the civil service by the mul- 
titude of changes made to satisfy the 
greed of a hungry and incapable horde of 
office seekers. If these charges should 
prove true, the Republicans would win 
back the Government at the next election 
with the greatest certainty andease. They 
would even regain the House of Represent- 
atives next year with very little trouble. 

But whatever may come in the near 
future it is clear that these charges have 
not yet been established. There has been 
only a very limited opportunity to test 
their correctness. The Democratic House 
elected last year has not yet met. There 
is nothing by which to judge the course 
of the party but the action of the Execu- 
‘tive, and certainly that does not sustain 
the grave accusations and predictions of 
the campaign. The new President has 
shown no signs of any dangerous predi- 
lection for disloyal men, or any tendency 
whatever to disloyal measures. He has 
given places of trust and honor to men 
who were engaged in rebellion, but his 
selections have no more imperiled the 
stability of the Union or the integrity of 
the amended Constitution than Republic- 
an favors shown to MAHONE and RIDDLE- 
BERGER, to Mossy the guerrilla, or to the 
hero of the Fort Pillow massacre. As to 
the finances, all that the Administration 
has done or avowed is more conserva- 
tive, more safe, and, to put it plainly, more 
honest, than was the policy of Mr. SHER- 
MAN in the Treasury Department. We do 
not believe that on these two counts Mr. 
SHERMAN himeelf, or Mr. BLAINE, and cer- 





tainly not Gen. Logan, who is a more can- 


ment to lose money, he has violated 


did man than either, is prepared to go 


into Ohio and claim that the prophecies of 
the last campaign have been shown to be 
correct. Whatever may seem to Senator 
SHERMAN to be his interest and duty in 
the case, we do not imagine that the 
others will deem it wise to open a national 
canvass quite yet on this line. 

As to the civil service, it is obviously 
too soon to claim that all the Republicans 
charged against the Democrats has come 
true. We notice that so shrewd and in- 
corrigible a Blaine politician as the accom- 
plished Caauncrey M. Dreprw is obliged to 
say that we must wait till after the next 
New-York election before we can really 
tell what the Administration will do, He 
is confident that then every place that can 
be found or used for the Democrats will 
be mercilessly used. That may be true or 
it may not, but it is plain that it is yet to 
beseen. Mr. BLAINE, as a champion of civil 
service reform, comparing the record of 
Mr. CLEVELAND with that of the Cabinet 
of which he was a member, would be at a 
painful disadvantage. If he isrash enough 
to undertake it there will be a very in- 
teresting discussion, but it will not 
advance the fortunes of the Republic- 
an Party, and hardly hisown. The Re- 
publicans of Ohio have put up a very 
good ticket. Along with a good deal of 
fossil politics they have put forth some 
sound and progressive ideas. Their elec- 
tion, if conducted by themselves, will 
throw some light on the future of the 
party. But it does not seem likely that 
there would be much advantage for the 
party cause from the introduction of 
Messrs. BLAINE and LoGaN and the ideas 
they represent into the canvass. 








TOO LATE FOR KELSO. 


Mr. JaMEs J. KELso aspires to be United 
States Marshal for the Southern District 
of New-York. This office is now held by 
Mr. JorL B. Ernarpt. It is a highly de- 
sirable office, and our Washington cor- 
respondent is informed that the papers 
filed in behalf of Mr. KEeLso “‘are very 
strong in prominent names.” 

Our correspondent’s information is prob- 
ably correct. Prominent names can be 
obtained for any purpose nowadays. Still, 
we do not believe that Mr. KELso will get 
the appointment. KELso was at the 
height of his glory fifteen years ago. Ifa 
Democratic President—say TWEED—had 
been elected then he could have had any- 
thing he might have asked for. But the 
whirligig of Time has dawdled on the way 
and a Democratic Administration has 
come in many years too late for KELSO. 

Some ‘‘ prominent names” which once 
had great weight in this city will not be 
found on KELso’s papers. Death and the 
law’s cruelties have bereft him of some of 
his most powerful friends. When he was 
made Superintendent of Police, in 1870, 
WILuiaM M. TWEED was perhaps his most 
influential friend; but James Fisk, Jr., 
the brilliant adventurer, and JOHN C., 
HEENAN, the gambler and prize fighter, 
were by no means “‘light weights” among 
the leading men of that remarkable period 
in the city’s history. They both had pecul- 
iarly intimate relations with Superintend- 
ent KELSO. 

During the ring times KrLso made 
many warm friendships through the act- 
ive personal interest he took in the plans 
of CONNOLLY, SWEENY, and other states- 
men for developing and utilizing the re- 
sources of the city. But he did not spurn 
the friendship and intimacy of humbler 
persons. Mr. ‘‘ Bitty” McKay, or, 
as his bosom friends called him, 
‘**Canada Mac,” the Ocean Bank 
robber, was a frequent visitor at Police 
Headquarters while Mr. KELso was Cap- 
tain of Detectives, and high mutual 
esteem characterized the intercourse of 
the two gentlemen. Mother MAnpDEL- 
BAUM, also, was reckoned among: his 
stanchest friends, And the proprietors of 
faro banks and ‘“ policy shops” through- 
out the city almost revered the name of 
JaMES J. KELSO. 

Since he finally retired from the post of 
Police Superintendent, with an ample 
fortune, he has been content to lead the 
life of a private citizen. The ambition 
that now stirs within him to make the 
generous fees of the Marshal’s office his 
own is in nowise discreditable. Nothing 
of that kind, indeed, could bring dis- 
credit upon Mr. Kextso. But we do not 
believe he will get the place. He is not the 
kind of man the President is looking for. 








END OF THE STAR ROUTE PROSE- 
CUTIONS. 

The Government has lost the civil 
suits by which it undertook to recover 
star route money from the PARKERS, of 
Kansas, who were prominent among the 
contractors favored by Brapy. These 
suits were tried in Topeka, before Judge 
Dunpy, of the United States District 
Court, and a jury, and the local District 
Attorney was assisted by GrorGe L, 
DouGLas, an employé of the Department 
of Justice in Washington, in whose hands 
Attorney-General BREWSTER had placed 
all of the suits of this kind before he re- 
tired to private life. 

* This defeat in all probability marks the 
end of the Government’s proceedings 
against the star route ring. There were 
three of these cases against the PARKERS, 
than whom no other group of contractors, 
except the Dorsrys and the SaLisBurys, 
was more successful in procuring “ expe- 
dition” when BRaDy was at the head of 
the contract office. These three cases were 
tried as one, with special reference to 
the evidence relating to the notorious 
route from Vinita, Indian Territory, 
to Las Vegas, New-Mexico. From 
the beginning of the _ star route 
investigation this route was regarded as 
in many respects the worst in a list that 
contained many remarkably bad exam- 
ples. The PARKERS agreed to carry the 
mails over it for $6,330 a year, and there 
was abundant evidence to show that even 
this'sum was wasted,'for the route was use- 
less. It ran through the Indian Territory, 
and the two or three army posts on the 
line were served by routes extending south- 
ward from Kansas. For hundreds of miles 
on the route there were no inhabitants. 
But the usual petitions were produced, 
supported by the written recommendations 
of Senator INGaLLs and Senator PLums, 





of Kansas, and Brapy in nine months 





raised the annual pay from $6,830 to 
$150,591, Of the additional sum nearly 
$100,000 was paid for “‘ expedition” which 
reduced the time of a through trip from 
ten days to nine days. And the total net 
revenue derived from all the offices that 
depended exclusively on this costly route 
was $151. 

The department estimated the amount 
unlawfully taken from the Treasury by 
means of this route to be $179,340. Suit 
to recover this sum was brought in obedi- 
ence to the statute that directs the Gov- 
ernment to sue ‘‘inall cases where money 
of the department has been paid to any 
person in consequence of fraudulent rep- 
resentations.” The enormous allowance 
for ‘‘expedition” was fixed by the 
contractor’s sworn statement, setting 
forth how many men and horses he 
was using and how many he would be 
forced to use in making the faster time. 
The brief account of the trial that has 
been published does not show what was 
the Government’s course in court, but the 
prosecutors probably undertook to prove 
that the sworn statement used on this 
route was false. The PARKERS are resi- 
dents of Kansas, and they had been warm- 
ly supported by the two Kansas Senators. 
A Kansas jury appears to have taken 
great pleasure in protecting them from 
the attacks of a cruel and persecuting 
Government. 

There are other civil suits, but it is not 
probable that the public will hear any 
more about them. Whether the Parker 
suits were prosecuted by the Government 
earnestly and vigorously or in a half- 
hearted way, they ended in defeat, and if 
the Government cannot win in a case like 
this of the Vinita route it cannot win on 
any of the other routes. There are forty in 
all, and the department held that on these 
there ought to be recovered $2,172,832. 
Thus far it has recovered no part of this 
sum, and every dollar of it is probably 
beyond its reach. Yet it can find some 
consolation in recalling the fact that the 
preparation of the evidence in the civil 
suits was not work done in vain, for it 
gave to the world and to the archives of 
the Department of Justice Attorney-Gen- 
eral BREWSTER’S noble declaration: ‘‘ The 
uttermost penny lawlessly received and 
taken from the public Treasury must be 
recovered.” 

As Attorney-General GARLAND looks at 
Mr. Dovuauas’s expense account his 
thoughts will inevitably turn to the 
record of the long fight against this ring 
and to his department’s share of the work. 
When it was discovered that $8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 had been stolen by the rob- 
bers the evidence against them was 
collected and sifted and the work 
of prosecution was. begun. What 
is the result? Not one cent 
recovered and not one guilty man pun- 
ished. The only defendant who has suf- 
fered imprisonment was a poor tool in 
Philadelphia who had given information 
to the Government and who supposed 
that the Government’s promise of protec- 
tion was worth something. It was a case 
of misplaced confidence. But while no 
money was recovered and no guilty 
man punished, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were poured into the hole 
that had taken the lost millions, in alleged 
attempts to inflict punishment, In the 
whole history there is one bright page— 
the page that records the labors of an hon- 
est Postmaster-General who saved $2,000,- 
000 a year for the people by his fearless 
pursuit of the ring contractors and his re- 
lentless cutting of their fraudulent service, 











THE VALUE UF A LIVE MAN, 


The intelligent and energetic way in 
which Superintendent Murray has taken 
up the duties of his office gives assur- 
ance of a néw era in the discipline and ef- 
ficiency of the police force of this city. 
It demonstrates also the value to the pub- 
lic of a competent and zealous man in a 
position of this kind. Mr. MuRRay seems 
to have been selected as the successor of Su- 
perintendent WALLING on the sole ground 
of his fitness for the place. His experi- 
ence in the police service, his thorough 
knowledge of its condition and require- 
ments, his recognized efficiency and zeal, 
together with his comparative youth and 
his proved energy, rendered him the 
fittest man for the place, and without re- 
gard to other considerations he was pro- 
moted to it by the. Commissioners, This 
one act may perhaps be taken as an in- 
dication that the Commissioners them- 
selves at last recognize the force of the 
demand that has long been made for a 
reform in that department. 

It has been generally acknowledged 
that in spite of many drawbacks in the 
methods of appointment the material of 
our police force is on the whole excellent. 
Occasional lapses in discipline have been 
due to alack of watchfulness and of strict 
enforcement of salutary rules on the part 
of the chief officer of the force. Failures 
to enforce laws which everybody knew to 
be constantly violated were to be attrib- 
uted to the same cause. Most of the pre- 
cinct Captains have been capable and 
energetic men, but no force with police 
duties to perform could be kept up toa 
high standard of action without the con- 
stant stimulus of a chief at once vigilant 
and exacting. Superintendent Murray 
has gone to work in a practical way, in 
the first place to have the organization 
under his command so arranged as to be 
most effectively directed, and then to ac- 
quaint himself personally with its defects 
and shortcomings and have them reme- 
died. He is not trusting to the reports of 
subordinates, but looking for himself at 
the weak points and applying the spur of 
his own energy to stréngthen them. He 
has the advantage of knowing where to 
look and what to look for. He knows 
precisely what the duties.of the men 
under his command are and how they 
ought to be performed, and he is showing 
a determination to have them performed 
thoroughly, which is of itself calculated 
to inspire the whole force with zeal. 


The spirit which he is showing is also. 


likely to arouse the other agencies whose 
co-operation is necessary to the enforce- 
ment of the laws. Even the Commission- 
ers cannot fail to feel the influence of a 
Superintendent who is bent upon doing his 
whole duty, and they will support him 
when they would not be able even to 





inspire an incompetent or listless Super- 
intendent with activity. Their work 
will be made easier and more effective by 
having an aggressive but judicious chief 
at the head of the force, 

The police magistrates will also feel the 
necessity of lending their support to his 
efforts. He will certainly enlist in his be- 
half the full force of public sentiment, and 
this will react upon those whose duty it 
is to deal with violators of the law after 
they have been arrested. One of the ex- 
cuses that have been given for the failure 
of the police to deal energetically with 
law breakers has been the lack of support 
by police magistrates, These latter will, 
of course, be justified in the exercise of 
discrimination where arrests have been 
made without sufficient cause, but they will 
be expected to sustain fully all well- 
directed efforts to bring criminals, large 
and small, to justice. The District At- 
torney’s office has not been free from the 
charge of blocking the way to a sustained 
policy of rigidly enforcing the laws 
against gamblers, keepers of disorderly 
houses, and violators of the excise laws. 
Police magistrates and prosecuting offi- 
cers can add to the difficulties of Mr. 
Morray’s task or they can contribute 
materially to his success. If he continues 
faithful in his duty they will be forced to 
come up to the level of theirs. 








WHERE IS THE MONEY? 


The cashier of the bankrupt firm of 
Grant & Warp has been looking through 
his employers’ books. Some of the results 
of his investigation were laid before 
Referee CoLE a few days ago in the shape 
of testimony for the plaintiff in a suit 
brought by Assignee Morris, who thinks 
that the creditors whom he represents 
ought to have the property which JamEs 
D. FIsH so generously gave to his 
children a year and a half ago. 
The firm’s net liabilities, accord- 
ing to Cashier SPENCER’s statement, are 
about $5,000,000. The gross liabilities at 
the time of the failure were $16,792,647, 
but about two-thirds of this had been 
wiped out by loans which the firm made. 
The assets were only $67,000. These fig- 
ures show how complete this failure was. 

But’ Cashier SPENCER was unable to 
show, of course, what has become of the 
millions that have disappeared. Nor have 
any of the numerous inquiries made by 
Receivers and before the Referee and the 
courts solved the mystery. Yet the pre- 
diction may safely be made that some of 
the creditors will not give up the search 
until some things have been explained, 
Moreover, the explanations which they 
demand are due to the public as well as 
to those who have lost their money. The 
hints and assertions of Fish and Warp 
may not be regarded as of much value, 
but they deserve attention. 

In August last Mr. Witutram H. SHep- 
ARD, speaking in behalf of his client, 
FERDINAND WARD, said to a TIMES report- 
er: ‘‘I donot believe that Mr. Warn is, 
or ever has been, in collusion with Mr. 
WARNER or any one else in hiding or stor- 
ing away the enormous sums put into the 
so-called contracts. I do not mean to say 
that there is not somewhere a large 
amount of property, but Warp hasn’t got 
it, as he gave up everything when he 
failed. Who has this property secreted I 
will not say. It will be shown in good 
time, and Mr. Warp will then ac- 
count for every cent. He is being 
made the scapegoat of the guilty 
parties in the transactions in which 
he was engaged, and who these are will 
be revealed when the proper time ar- 
rives.” On the other hand, FisH declared 
a few days ago that Warp had expected 
him ‘to act as the monkey to rethove the 
hot chestnuts from the stove. All he 
considered himself bound to do,” con- 
tinued FisH, “‘was to secure the said 
chestnuts when they were properly cooked 
and get away with them as safely as pos- 
sible. He hasa lotof them ‘salted down’ 
somewhere at this moment, and I am 
only afraid they will prove powerful in 
obstructing the course of justice.” 

The Mr. WARNER of whom Mr. SHEPARD 
spoke is Mr. WILLIAM S. WARNER, whose 
wonderfully successful investments in 
Warp’s “‘ contract” business we recently 
pointed out. Receiver JOHNSTON says that 
Wakp’s schedules show that WARNER in- 
vested $15,834,800 and drew out $17,081,- 
721; that at the time of the failure he 
held in addition $8,483,000 in profit obli- 
gations issued by WARD, and that imme- 
diately after the failure Warp hastened 
to turn over to him in part settlement of 
these obligations real estate valued at 
$425,000. Receiver JOHNSTON thinks that 
Mr. WARNER ought to come forward and 
make an exhibit of these wonderfully 
profitable investments in a wholly ficti- 
tious business said to have been carried on 
by a firm that was bankrupt a year or 
two before its failure. 

Warp has testified that ‘‘Mr. Work 
and Mr. WARNER worked together.” Mr. 
J. H. Work said to a Trmzs reporter on 
May 11, 1884, ‘‘on behalf of himself and 
Mr. WaRNER,” that they would not claim 
or accept from the assets of the firm any 
greater amount than the moneys actually 
paid for the contract obligations which 
they held, with interest thereon. In view 
of the fact that the assets were $67,000 
and the obligations held by Warner 
$3,483,000, this seems to have been a safe 
concession. 

Receiver JOHNSTON is reported by the 
Sun as saying that Mr. Winuiam S. War- 
NER isa myth to him because he is the 
** only man in this whole business” whom 
he has not seen. He admits, however, 
that he has heard of him. He under- 
stands, too, that Mr. WARNER is a brother- 
in-law of Mr. WorK, who was a member of 
the firm of Davigs, WorK & McNaMEE, 
But Mr. Daviess, of that firm, is Receiver 
of the firm of Grant & WarD and repre- 
sents the creditors of that firm. If Mr. 
JOHNSTON really desires to become ac- 
quainted with Mr. Warner he should 
ask Receiver DAvigs for an introduction.

The train arrived at 10:20 o'cloex.. The cloth- 
covered caskets inclosing the bodies were borne 
past the throng and deposited in two hearses, 
which were heavily draped in black.

At 
the head of the two caskets stood a broken 
column crowned with a wreath, a scroll in- 
scribed with the word “ Finis” and surmounted 
by across and the gates ajar, topped with a 
cross and guarded by doves. These floral pieces 
were very large and elaborate, and constituted 
the only display of flowers made at the funeral. 
The services were those of the Episcopal Church.

CHIEF CLERK WOOD’S PLACE. 


AN INJUNCTION SERVED ON THE BOARD 
OF POLICE JUSTICES. 

An injunction has been granted by 
Judge Andrews, in the Supreme Court, restrain- 
ing the Board of Police Justices from removing 
George M. Wood from the clerkship of the 
Court of Special Sessions, from in any way in- 
terfering with him in the performance of his 
duties as clerk, and from attempting to 
affect his tenure of office as such. The 


round on which the order was obtained 
that the Police Justices have no power 
to remove the Clerk of the Court of 
Special Sessions, that power being vested ex- 
clusively in the Court of Common Pleas, to be 
exercised only on proof of the clerk’s unfitness. 
Col. E. T. Wood, father of Clerk Wood, said 
yesterday that the injunction order was ob- 
tained only for use in case the Police Justices 
should persist in what seemed to be a purpose 
to choose a new clerk. He thought thatit would 
not be necessary to serve it, as his son’s counse), 
Col. George Bliss, had written to the Justices 
stating the law and expressing the hope that 
they would follow it without compulsion ani 
“i avoid the scandal of a political squabble in 
court. 

The board held a special meeting last evening 
at which Chief Clerk Wood appeared with a 
lawyer. He said that it was his belief that bis 
term had not expired, and would not end at least 
before the expiration of the term for which the 
late Chief Clerk Blackie, his predecessor, had 
been appointed in 1881. He knew that the in- 
junction bad been served upon the Police 

ustices, but he had come merely as a spectator. 
When the meeting was called to order Justice 
Duffy said that he had been served with a copy 
of the injunction just as he came in, and 
he also had a communication from Col. 
Bliss in which he expressed the opinion that Mr. 
Wood's term would not expire before 1893. The 
speaker moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to confer with Col. Bliss upon the snb- 
ject. Justice Murray thought that no action 
need be taken upon the matter, as the communi- 
cation merely assumed that the board was going 
to do something. He therefore moved to lay 
Justice a motion on the table, and this 
was done. e board then took a recess, which 
was practically a secret session, and after- 
ward elected the following assistant clerks: 
Charlies A. Adams, to 
G. Jerome; William J. Kennedy, Michael 
Delan, George Kuster, Victor eimberger, 
Charles D. Lemmon, Bernard H. Malone, Thom- 
as B. Murray, James McCabe, John EB. McGowan, 
William Morgan, and Richard K. Power, reap- 
pointed: David Crocheron, appointed to succeed 
Abram Brown, Jr. John Frederick, Francis P.

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OPPOSED TO DISINFECTION | 


RAG IMPORTERS WANT THEIR 
LEGAL RIGHTS ESTABLISHED, 
THE DISINFECTING COMPANY TEMPORARILY 
ENJOINED—MR. VANDERPOOL DOES NOT 

BELIEVE DISINFECTION NECESSARY. 

Rag disinfection is likely to become a 
subject of strife in the courts. Importers of 
paper stock are not disposed to surrender to the 
New-York Paper Stock Disinfecting Company 
without ascertaining what their legal rights are 
in the matter. Some of the importers have been 
advised that they have good legal grounds for 
resisting any official orders or regulations which 
jeopardize their property, especially when 
proof can be furnished that the public health 
and safety does not require the execution of such 
orders or regulations. 

The consignees of the 5,000 bales of rags which 
were brought to this port from Hiogo, Japan, 
by the ship Vigilante about a fortnight ago pro- 
pose to test the right of the Paper Stock Disin- 
fecting Company to disinfect their goods with 
superheated steam. The rags were unloaded 
from the Vigilante into “lighters” the latter 
part of last week, and the disinfecting 
company at once proposed to begin work 
on them. Through the medium of a 
Brooklyn lawyer an injunction was procured 
restraining the company from disinfecting the 
rags. The attorney for the company had the in- 
junction vacated on Monday, and yesterday 
Auron J. Vanderpoel, acting for the consignees, 
procured a second writ enjoining the company 
from interfering with the Vigilante’s cargo 
until the legai merits of the case could be deter- 
mined. Betore the second injunction was grant- 
ed, however, the company put about $1,250 into 
its treasury by infusing superheated steam into 
1,000 bales of the rags. The work was done very 
speedily, four bales being disinfected at a time. 

Dr. S. O. Vanderpoo!, ex-Health Officer of this 
Port, spoke, after some deliberation, on the sub- 
ject of rag aisiniection Jast evening. He said 
that he did not wish to be regarded as offering 
any criticism on the present heaith authorities. 
“Thave very positive views on this question, 
nowever,” said the ex-Health Officer, **and asa 
medica! man,a sanitarian, and a citizen I have 
always expressed them freely. I do not believe 
that rags shipped to this country from ports 
which are pot infected are dangerous to public 
health: Of course itis wise to exercise caution 
in admitting rags from such ports as Calcutta 
and Bombay, where the cholera usually lurks, 
but you might as well disinfect rags trom the 
safe ports of Germany or the Baltic as from Ja- 
pan.. In 1872, when I was Health Officer, I made 
careful inquiries concerning a rumor _ that 
smalipox had been brought into the country by 
means of rags. Letters were received from 
nearly every paper mill owner in the country, 
and not a single case could be found where 
smallpox or any other disease had been spread 
by means of imported rags.” 

** Have you ever beard of cholera being con- 
veyed into thisor any other country by means 
of rags ?” asked the reporter. 

** Never.” was Dr. Vanderpool’s reply. 

‘“*Imported rags do not reach here until sev- 
eral months afterthey have been collected anda 
packed, do they?” 

* The average time which eclapses from the col- 
lection of the loose rags to the period when they 
find their way into foreign commerce is 18 
months. It must be remembered also that the 
finer erades of rags are carefully washed before 
they are packed for shipment. The British Gov- 
ernment admits foreign rags with the greatest 
freedom. No restrictious have ever been placed 
on their importation into England except dur- 
ing the last year in the case of some rags from 
Mediterranean ports. Health authorities and 
Government officials are apt to be misled by 
exciting rumors of disease in foreign countries. 
Iremember when therumors cameup about 
tne possible introduction into this country 
of the Russian plague some years azo. An 
order was issued by the Marine Hospital De- 

artment at Washington that all wool from 

Jack Sea ports coming to this country should 
be fumigated. As Health Officer, 1 investigated 
the matter and found that, in consequence of 
geographical obstructions, there could be no 
commercial intercourse between the plague- 
infected districts und the ports from which the 
woo! was shipped. Consequently I did not re- 
quire any fumigation here. This rag-disinfect- 
ing question is nota new one. Repeated efforts 
bave been made in years gone by to have im- 
ported rags systematically disinfected. I never 
— that there was any necessity for such a 
thing.’ 

“Do you think that a Health Officer should 
allow himself to be intiuenced by a public appre- 
bension of danger ?”’ 

*“*It seems to me that a Health Officer ought to 
act upon his own knowledge and his own judg- 
ment. The duties of a Health Officer are juai- 
cialand the scope of his power is great. He is 
not in office to be influenced by public excite- 
ment. He has no more right to pander to 

ublic clamor. than has a Judge on the 

nch. He shoulda protect the public health 
and the commercial interests as well. In my 
judgment a greater danger than rags exists in 
the filthy clothing worn by immigrants. If the 
clothing of immigrants was properly inspected 
before the persons are allowed to step on board 
of aship, the danger of importation of cholera 
would be brought down to a minimum.” 

Several ocean vessels have lately refused to 
bring foreign ragsto this country because of 
the delays in getting rid of the cargoes in this 
port. Following is a case in point:

No permits will be granted for the discharge in 
Brooklyn of any rags which,inthe judgment of the 
Heaith Officer of the port, need disinfection until they 
shall have been disinfected to his satisfaction. A cer- 
tificate from him to that effect will in all cases be re- 
guired.

Soon afterward there comes a telegram from 
Dr. Smith to the Hea!th Board in New-York, 
saying in substance: ‘**Do not act on the cer- 
tificates of my department.” 

Ata subsequent meeting between Dr. Smith 
and some of the rag importers at the office of the 
Health Board here, he said that his reason for 
sending the telezgram was that his assistants at 

uarantine had not been made acquainted with 
the communication which he had sent to the 
Treasury Department at Waskington through 
Collector Robertson. In that communication he 
declared in favor of disinfecting ali imported 
rags. Inrelationto the Health Conference at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, Dr. Smith stated to me 
distinctly on Friday, June 5, that he would 
gitde by Dr. Durgin’s amendment. As the 

eissenhorn’s papers complied with that 
amendment he should have passed her. Buta 
few days afterward, after he had consulted with 
Bilas B. Dutcher, (this to my knowledge,) he is- 
sued his letter to the Collector, and declined to 
give any decision about the Weissenhorn, and 
prevented the New-York Health Board trom 
acting.

THE RING’S LATEST WORK. 
4N ATTEMPT TO CONFINE RAG IMPORTA- 
TIONS TO CERTAIN PORTS. 


t WasuHiNeGTon, June 16.—Dr. Hamilton, of 
the Marine Hospital Service, has made a request 
o the Secretary of the Treasury, which might 
be construed by suspicious persons into an effort 
to limit the number of ports into which rags 
may be allowed to be imported, so that the 
process of disinfection which has been adopted 
by the head of the Marine Hospital Service may 


be forced upon the importers. He has asked 
that rags shail not be aliowed to be brought 
from abroad into ports where there are 
no local health or uarantine officers, 
but that the vessels bringing them 
shail be required to go to the nearest port where 
proper sanitary regulations are enforced. It 
will next be in order, perhaps, for some power- 
ful Government officer to indicate at which ports 
““proper” sanita regulations are enforced. 
The ring that has nm paving the way for hand- 
some profits by the New-York Paper Stock Dis- 
infecting Company would scarcely consider any 
port a“ proper” one whére the importers could 
get their r; in without paying $5a ton to have 
em put through the empty form of disinfec- 
tien.

to play into the hands of sharpers. There is 
less likelihood that the disinfecting ring’s plans 
will be successful than there would have been 
six months ago, No ring, however sharp its 
members may be, can pull the wool over the 
eyes of the head of the Treasury Department, 
or scare its controlling officers with alarming 
paragraphs prepared by the patentees and their 
partners to impress the public with the notion 
that rags are dangerous. The talk about ‘a 
ring” offends some of the rsons_al- 
luded to as having helped the New-York 
Disinfecting Company’s schemes. It is very apt 
to be the case here that Government officers 
take offense at the characterization of things, 
and to show very little concern as to whether 
the things done are questionable. In this rag 
business the whole effort appears to have been 
not to protect the public against disease, but to 
make it tolerably certain that no bale of rags, 
whether from an infected port or not, should 
escape an expensive disinfection. Mr. Fairchild 
will consider Dr. Hamilton’s request in the light 
of the statutes.

QUESTION. 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The very free use of my name ina Wash- 
ington dispatch in Monday’s Trmes regarding 
the disinfection of rags at the Port of New- 
York, and the number of misrepresentations 
made as to my connection therewith, followed 


_ by another article in to-day’s paper equally un- 


true and misleading, demand attention from me. 

Outside of the single statement that [am the 
Secretary of the Paper Stock Disinfecting Com- 
pany, the article in Monday’s paper is simply 
misrepresentation from beginning toend. The 
simple facts are that the incorporation into the 
Treasury circular of the superheated steam proc- 
ess for the disinfection of old rags was not done 


until after a number of very successful experi- 
ments had been made in this city in the presence 
of prominent officials, health officers,and physi- 
cians, establishing for the first time the fact 
that rags could be successfully disinfected in 
the bale. At that time neither the process nor 
the machinery had been patented. Hight 
months before this, in April, 1884, the 
Treasury Department had given its sanction 
to the wisdom of requiring rags to be disin- 
tected. and had issued a circular naming 
three processes adopted by the health authori- 
ties of New-York, New-Haven, and Boston, for 
the disinfection of Egyptian rags, viz: (1) Boiling 
in water fortwo hours under a pressure of 50 
pounds per square inch; (2) boiling in water for 
four hours without pressure, and (3) sub- 
jection to the action of confined sulphurous acid 
gas for six hours, burning one and a haif to two 
pounds of roll brimstone in each 1,000 cubic feet 
of space, with the rags well scattered on racks. 
This course of disinfection was continued until 
Julv 19, when an order was issued prohibiting 
the unloading of rags from infected ports, ana 
on Aug. 30 another order followed, laying an 
embargo on all foreign rags. On Oct. 23 an 
order was issued limiting the embargo to infect- 
ed ports, and on Noy. 14 an explanatory order 
wus issued. 

This, then, was the status of the case on Dec, 
22, 1884, when Secretary McCulloch issued his 
order allowing the free entry of rags from all 
parts of the world if they were disinfected. 
This order prescribed the identical processes of 
disinfection named in Secretary Folger’s order 
of April 22, 1884, with the addition of superheat- 
ed steam. making four processesinall. Itis a 
fact well known to many that the entire Cabi- 
net of President Arthur was at first strongly op- 
posed to allowing rags to come in at all, but ve- 
lieved they should be excluded altogether, and 
it was only after Secretary McCulloch was able 
to show that disinfection could be satisfactorily 
done that consent was obtained to issue the 
order. Will THe TimEs charge or insinuate that 
President Arthur and his Cabinet were in- 
fluenced by any unworthy motives in thus de- 
siring to guard the public health by stringent 
sanitary regulations? 

The assertion recklessly made that the su- 
perheated steam processis a ‘“‘monopoly” or 
** job” is the merest bosh and unworthy of a 
place in thecolumns of a respectable news- 
paper. If a monopoly, why were not other com- 
panies formed to disinfect rags according to the 
other three processes authorized by the Treas- 
ury Department? The Treasury Department 
did not limit the disinfection toany one process, 
which is evidenced by the fact that of the rags 
brought into the port of New-York since the Ist 
of last January not 10 per cent. have been disin- 
fected bere. 

The Paper Stock Disinfecting Company erect- 
ed its plant in Brooklyn for the disinfection of 
rags and has expended a great deal of money in 
its works in good faith, believing its process 
was superior to any of the others named. 

With no desire to further trespass upon your 
space, I want to say briefly that the insinuations 
of corruption on the part of this company as re- 
gardsany Government, State, or local officials 
are as infamous as they are false; that the Paper 
Stock Disinfecting Company is carrying on as 
legitimate a business as any merchant in New- 
York; that its stockholders, Directors, and offi- 
cers are honorable men, and have rights which 
the courts will protect.

THE IRON WORKERS’ WAGES. 


AN AGREEMENT ADOPTED WHICH IS LIKELY 
TO SETTLE THE QUESTION, 

PirtsBuRG, Penn.. June 16.—After a 
session which began at2 o'clock this afternoon 
and ended at 10 o’clock to-night, the conference 
committees of the iron manufacturers 
and the men reached an agreement 
under which every Pittsburg mill can 
start up to-morrow morning’ if the 
orders are on hand. In other words, the differ- 
ence as to wages has been adjusted, and what is 
practically a new scale has been adopted. Mr 
A. F. Keating, who presided at the confer- 
ence, furnished the followfng statement o 
business transacted: There was a full repre- 
sentation of the manufacturers from Pittsburg, 
Wheeling, Cincinnati, and the Maboning and 
Shenango Valleys. Chicago was not rep- 
resented, but the mill there had _ sent 
a notification that it would abide by the 
action of the conference. The first_important 
proposition came from the men. They asked 
that the old rail memoranda assigned by Oliver 
Brothers, which provides that when the iron 
is composed of old rails to the extent 
of two-thirds or more the price sball 
be 10 per cent. over that aid for 
new iron or muck bar be accepted. he manu- 
facturers did not receive the proposition favor- 
ably, and a very long discussion ensued, It 
was terminated by an agreement that the 
old rail memoranda be referred to a 
special committee of 14, to be composed 
of seven workmen and seven manufacturers, 
with power to settle the dispute finally at some 
future date. Pending this settlement the same 
price will be paid tor old rails that was paid 
prior to June 1. The sheet mills controversy 
was next taken up and discussed exhaustively. 
Finally it was agreed by a majority of the con- 
ference that tnat matter should also be referred 
to a committee of fourteen, made up 
equally of the men and the manu- 
facturers. This committee was empowered 
to classify the mills, designating them 
as exclusively sheet mills or distinguishing them 
as jobbing or plate mills, as the case might be. 
It was also given power to agree upon a scale, 
and pending a settlement it was agreed that the 
same prices should be paid in sheet mills as were 
paid previous to Junel. This was agreed to. 

When they announced their conclusion the 
representatives in the conference from Wheel- 
ing, Cincinnati, and the valleys withdrew in a 
body. Before retiring they explained their 
action by saying that they were under in- 
structions to retire from the conference 
if any agreement other than that proposed 
on Saturday last which provided for a reduction 
of 10 per cent., was taken. The effect of this 
action is to leave the mills outside of Pitts- 
burg, about 19 in number, in a_ position 
where they may accept the scale, shut down, 
or run their mills independently. So far as 
Pittsburg is concerned there is no wages dispute 
to prevent the starting of her 33 or 34 mills to- 
morrow morning: Mr. Keating exnmressed the 
opinion that some of them would light up this 
week, 


LEONARD G. DENNIS’S DEATH. 





THE REPORT OF DELIRIUM TREMENS DIS- 
PROVED. 

From the Jacksonville (Fla.) Times-Union, June 14. 

From reliable sources itis learned that 
Leonard G. Dennis, the “Little Giant of Ala- 
chua,” whose death recently occurred at Gaines- 
ville, did not, as reported here, die of excessive 
drinking, drinking a quart of whisky on a 


wager, nor of delirium tremens, but of harden- 
ing of the brain. His malady made him quarrel- 
some, and toward the last it was feared he might 
involve himself in some serious act of violence. 
He did not do so, however, but passed away quiet- 
ly. Forsome time past he had slept ina room 
with his nephew, and at about 3 o’clock on the 
morning of the day he died he rose and began 
dressing. His nephew woke and asked what was 
the matter. He replied to the effect that he did 
not fee! well and preferred tosit up. Then he 
sut down in a rocker and put his feet on his bed. 
The nephew again fell asleep and did not wake 
till 8 o’elock, when he found his uncle sitting in 
the same position, not asleep, but unconscious. 
Assistance was called and vigorous restoratives 
applied without result. He lay all day in the 
same stupor, and at 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
breathed his last. 

Capt. Dennis had enemies, some of whom, per- 
haps, would not hesitate to defame him even now 
that he is dead. But the “ Little Giant’ was not 
without many admirable age He was no 
hypocrite and no sneak. s fought an open, 
fair fight, stood firmly by his friends, was brave, 
bold, and generous. Entering the army while in 
his teens, he had communded men in battle be- 
fore he was of fullage. The depraving influences 
of war, its license, violence, and perils no doubt 
warped somewhat his impulsive, dashing nature, 
and the corrupting influences of politics com- 
pleted in him many faults which his best friends 
could not deny that he possessed. 





A CANADIAN STEAMER WRECKED. 

MonTREAL, June 16.—The Canada Ship- 
ping Company to-day received the following 
dispatch from Capt. J. A. Jackson, of the 
steamer Lake Manitoba: ‘“*The Lake Manitoba 
stranded in Southwest Bay, on Little Miquelon 
or Langley Island, at 2:30 P. M. Sunday, during 
a fog. The vessel is likely to become a tota 
wreck. The passengers, 2) in number, and the 
crew were saved, but lost all their effects.”’ 

The steamer Lake Manitoba was built in 1880, 
She measured 3,321 tons gross and was of 2,150 
tons rewister; was 355 feet in length, 41 feet in 
breadth, and 23 feet in depth, and of 4,000 horse 
power, with two compound engines. The vessel 
was built by James E. Thomson, of Clyde, and 
first class in every respect. She was insured for 
about two-thirds of her value. 

The Lake Manitoba left this port on Wednes- 
day last for Liverpool. She had the following 
cargo: Ninety barrels of oil, 14,654 bushels of 
peas, 11 casks of steel, 200 boxes of cheese, 2,800 
pieces of deals, 862 bags of bones, 2,580 sacks 
of flour, 32.685 bushels of oats, 696 quarters of 
beef, and 1,458 head of cattle. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. Morris Mattson died on Sunday at 
his home, No. 249 West Fifty-fifth-street, from a 
complication of diseases. He wasintheseventy- 
seventh year of hisage. Dr. Mattson had lived 
on a meat diet forseveral years. He was greatly 
averse to the use of tobacco. The doctor was a 
Fellow of the Massachusetts Medical Society, 
and a graduate of the New-York University, 

E. Wilsen Bloom died suddenly at his 
residence, No. 455 Kent-avenue, Brooklyn, late 
on Monday night. Mr. Bioom, who was born in 
this city 56 years ago, went to Brooklyn soon 
after he was admitted to the Bar and began 
practice in that city. He was a Democrat, and 
in 1862 he was elected Supervisor in the Seventh 
Ward. After serving his term he was made Jus- 
tice of the Peace “‘under the old régime,” de- 
feating the present District Attorney, J. W. 
Ridgway. who ran against him. He was sent as 
a delegate to many city and county conventions. 
He leaves a widow and one child—a daughter— 
and an estate worth $200,000. 


ON TRIAL FOR CONSPIRACY. 
Prrrsture, Penn., June 16.—The trial of 
William N. Riddle and G. 8S. Reiber, late Presi- 
dent and Cashier of the Penn Bank, on a charge 
of conspiracy, was resumed in the Criminal 
Court to-day. The court room was densely 
acked and the greatest interest was manifested 
n the proceedings. Teller Normecutt gave 
a detailed statement concerning the pay- 
ment of checks on accounts which 
were overdrawn, and stated that ex- 
President Hopkins, Director McLaughlin, 
and others examined the overdrafts and must 
have, been aware of their existence. J. M. 
Young, the general bookkeeper, was recalled. 
He stated that at one time in October, 1883, 
there was a difference of $740,000 between the 
general and individual ledgers, caused by the 
overdrafts not having been taken account of in 
the statement nook. On May 21, 1884, by Mr. 
Riddle’s direction, he drew up a statement and 
charged up $292,000 cash slips, which reduced the 
amount due depositors to $1,018,000.

THE CANADIAN FISHERIES. 

OrTrawa, Ontario, June 16.—In the House 
of Commons this afternoon the Hon. Peter 
Mitchell asked the Government if the statement 
in the Montreal press tothe effect that no ar- 
rangements had been perfected between the 
Canadian and United States Governments under 
which American fishermen would be prevented 
from taking fish in Canadian waters until Con- 
gress met in December, but that hopes were en- 
tertained that arrangements would then be made 
which would settle the fisheries question for all 
time to come, was correct. 

Sir John Macdonald said he had told the mem- 
ber for Digby (Mr. Vail) some time ago that the 
Government had bad the subject under consid- 
eration, and that papers in connection therewith 
would be laid on the table of the House before 
the end of the session. Sir John said he was 
unable to make any specitic statement at pres- 
ent. No arrangements had been made with the 
American Government, but the tendency of the 
correspondence between the two Governments 
was such as to create a strong hope that nego- 
tiations would take place, not only with regard 
to the fisheries, but forthe revival of the reci- 


procity treaty. Tnis statement was received 
with cheers. 


THE WICKEDEST WOMAN IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, June 16.—Minnie Daley, the 
wickedest woman in Chicago, was arraigned be- 
tore Justice Foote to-day on three charges of 
robbery, and was held to the Criminal 
Court on one of them, the complainants in 
the other two cases not having appeared.

Minnie with stealing a diamond pin valued at

HUGH J. JEWETT’S STOCK. 

Cincinnati, June 16.—The annual elec- 
tion of Directors of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railroad Company took place to- 
day.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has. 
come to an agreement with the large foreign 
holders of the securities of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Railroad, whereby at theelection in Oc- 
tober the four Directors to be chosen will be 
favorable to the foreign interest. When this is 
achieved the road will pass from the control of 
the Baltimore and Ohio and be run as an inde- 
pendent organization. The relations of the two 
companies will be friendly, the agreement pro- 


viding for interchange of traffic on a mutually 
satisfactory basis. 


Sa.Lt LAKE City, Utah, June 16.—A cer- 
tificate of incorporation has been issued to the 
Utah and Wyoming Central Railroad Company 
under the laws of the Territory.

H. Vanderbilt, then the executive officer of this 
company, having become impressed in 1872 with 
the,remarkable ability of Mr. RUTTER, invited him 
to the position of General Freight Agent on the 
New-York Central Road, Mr. Vanderbilt gave to 
him large powers and discretions, and his admin- 
stration of these trusts by the fostering and en.

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NEW-YORK CITYS MONEY 


AND THE LEGISLATURE CANT 
GIVE IT TO MR. HARVEY. 

CITY OFFICIALS CLAIM THAT THE ACT IS 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL AND SAY THEY 
WILL NOT PAY THE MONEY. 


~ The bill which Gov. Hill signed on Mon- 
flay, and which is designed to turn over $165,000 
of the money in the City Treasury to Charles T. 
Harvey to enable him to make experiments in 
his system of cable traction on elevated rail- 
roads, is declared by the best known of the law- 
yers of this city to be unconstitutional, and when 
Mr. Harvey applies for his money to the Con- 
troiler he will meet with a decided refusal and 
be compelled tosue the city for the amount 
which the Legislature bas voted to him. This 
$165,000 has accumulated from the payments 
made on account of the Greenwich-Street 
Elevated Road, required by law and by legislative 
act, appropriated to improve the appearance or 
condition of the streets through which the 
road passed by shade trees, awnings, or other 
devices calculated to adorn and beautify the 
streets. A permanent commission was estab- 
lished to spend this money in conjunction with 
the Mayor of the city. 
This money has never been drawn upon up to 
the present time, and Corporation Counsel La- 
combe thinks that he can prevent its being 


drawn upon at this time for the purposes spe- 
cified in Mr. Harvey's bill. Mr. Lacombe con- 
piders tbe law signed by Gov. Hillon Monday as 
unconstitutional. Francis M. Scott, Mr. La- 
combe’s agsistant, who has had this matter in 
charge, said to a TIMES reporter yesterday: 
“his money belongs to the city of New-York, 
because it was given to the city under the 
original Kapid Transit act. That act provided 
that this money, 5 per cent. of the net 
profits, should he deemed compensation for 
the use of the streets of the city. A 
subsequent act provided that this money 
should be kept as a _ separate fund. 
Now, our position is that this money is the 
property of the city, and that while the Legisla- 
ture may pass a Jaw to authorize its use they 
are limited to designating its public use, and 
cannot apply it to the benefit of any private in- 
dividual. The bill provides that the city shall 
pay to Mr. Harvey, first, one-third of the funds 
which remain in its hands. That is intended to 
reimburse him for the experiments now in 
progress. Then it gives him one-third of the 
funds to build a road which shail illustrate cable 
traction. After this road is built a committee is 
to be appointed, and if any improvement on the 
present system of elevated roads is found by the 
committee the Controller is to pay to Mr. Har- 
yey the other third of the fund. Now.I can 
tell you positively that the Mayor and the City 
Chamberlain wil! refuse to sign the warrants 
for the payment of this money. The municipality 
will contest the claim onthe ground that it is 
unconstitutional. In the first place, the Consti- 
tution, Article 1., section 9, provides that every 
bill appropriating public money fer private use 
must be passed by two-thirds of each branch of 
the Legislature, a condition which was not met 
in this bill. In the second place, the Constitu- 
tion provides that the Legislature shall not pass 
& private or local bill eranting to an individual 
the rightjto lay down railroad tracks, and we hold 
that this prohibition applies to the case of Mr. 
Harvey.- Finally, the Constitution provides 
that no person shali be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without que process of law. _We 
hold that this money belongs to the city of New- 
York, and cannot be taken from it, under this 

tion of the Constitution, by any act of the 

gisiature.” 

City Chamberlain Ivins said yesterday that as 
at present advised he did not see how it would 
be possible for him to comply with this mandate 
of the law. As Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Scott said in his argument before the Governor 
{n opposition to this bill, the Legislature might 
sust as well have passed a law giving Mr. Harvey 
the City Hall as a residence and the Central Park 
asafarm. Mr. Harvey was one of the original 
projectors of the Greenwich-Street Elevated 
Railroad. He was not strong enough to com- 

te with his fellow-members in the syndicate. 

onsequently he soon was left out in the 
cold. He now goes to the Legislature and 
asks. that body to _ appropriate’ for his 
private purposes $165,000 which belongs to the 
city practically to compensate him for not hav- 
ing been strong enough with his fellow-schem- 
ers in the elevated railroad enterprise. Mr. 
Ivins went over the Jaw points, as stated above 
by Mr. Scott. In any event it would be impossi- 
bie for Mr. Ivins, as Chamberlain of the city, to 
recognize Mr. Harvey’s title to any of this 
money unless he were most distinctly advised so 
to ao by the Corporation Counsel. Mr. Ivins 
noticed that Gov. Hill, in his memorandum, said 
that great benefit had been derivea by the 
State from the elevated roads. If that were 
50, and if the State wanted to pay a gratu- 
ity or award a prize to Mr. Harvey, the 
State should do so with its own moneys. 
Some of the arguments made by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Scott were that the payment 
of the money in guestion—the 5 per cent. tax— 
to the city was made under a contract that the 
railroad company should occupy the streets of 
the city in consideration of this payment. To 
deprive the city of this money after it had been 
received was to violate the obligation of the 
contract in question by making that contract 
less valuable tothe city and less remunerative 
than the provisions secured. Mr. Ivins said, in 
conclusion, that of course the persons to first 
raise the — Mgag stated would be the Mayor 
and Controller. Mr. Ivins had no power in the 
premises except to check the money out of the 
City Treasury on their warrant. Consequently 
these objections would have to be first raised by 
them if they were tenable. 





ACCUSED OF STEALING DIAMONDS. 
Harry Jackson, Jr., manager of the 
™ Queen’s Evidence” company, was arrested yes- 
terday at his residence, No. 52 East Ninth-street, 
on @ warrant issued by Justice Duffy, in which he 
is charged with grand larceny. He wasarraigned 
at the Jefferson Market Police Court, and there 


Miss Florence Western, an actress, accused him 
of having stolen a pair of diamond earrings and 
a diamond ring, valued at $575, from her. 
The compiainant said that in February 
she was engaged by Jackson as leading 
juvenile lady inthe company which was then 

ing organized to go on the road. Two days 
later she went with him toa restaurant on the 
Bowery, where they dined. She had a hand 
sachel with her, in which were the diamonds. 
Jackson made some remark about a change in 
the weather, and she went to the window. While 
her back was turned she heard a sound as of the 
snapping of the catch of her sackel. When she 
got home she missed the diamondas, and although 
she suspected Jackson of having taken them she 
said nothing, as she was afraid. ot being dis- 
charged. She went with the company through 
the country until May 9. 

After she had left the company Miss Western 
had Jackson arrested in Philadelphia for the 
larceny of the diamonds. He was discharged on 
habeas corpus proceedings and then caused the 
arrest of Miss Western for malicious prosecu- 
tion. The complainant yesterday said that she 
was positive Jackson had stolen her diamonds, 
and Jackson was equally positive in pe agg os | 
the charge as unfounded. Justice Duffy hel 
Jackson in $700 bail for trial. Harry Fiske gave 
bail for him and he was released. 





CLOSING THE HOYT WILL CASE. 
Evidence in the Hoyt will case was closed 
fast night and the summing up put off until the 
last week in September, so that those engaged in 
the litigation can take their Summer vacations. 
Almira Bellew testified as to the conduct of Miss 


Hoyt while at the Middletown asylum. Mrs. 
Beliew was an inmate at the same time, under 
treatment to cure an opium-eating habit. She 
saw Jesse Hoyt on one of his visits to the asylum, 
and conversed with him about his daughter. 
When she told him that his daughter was not 
insane he responded, “its only her unhappy 
temper.” The witness had been told by Dr. 
Millard that Miss Hoyt was placed in confine- 
ment because she was a disobedient girl, and 
when asked if she was insane, answered that she 
made her father unhappy. Similar testimony 
was given by persons who had been empioyed in 
tne asylum. 

In compliance with a subpeena, Roscoe Conk- 
ling delivered certain papers to the Surrogate 
whick were received by him as counsel for Miss 
Hoyt. They were sent, however, by a proxy, 
and the Surrogate directed their return to Mr. 
Conkling, after a long discussion with the coun- 
Fel. No one was permitted to see the contents of 
the papers.

FALL OF AN UNPROTECTED WALL, 


ONE SIDE OF A HOUSE DROS INTO AN 
EXCAVATION, 

Two property owners in East Forty- 
eighth-street got into a dispute about shoring 
up an unsafe wail and consulted a lawyer. 
Yesterday morning the wall fell down. Mrs, 
Caroline Steers owns No. 141 East Forty-eighth- 
street. The house was bulit about 40 years ago, 
and had three stories and a basement without a 
cellar. Mrs. Steers rented 1t to Daniel J. Doyle, 
a cabinetmaker. Mrs. Doyle rented rooms. A 
family by the name of Hamilton occupied the 
top fioor, John D. Brierly, a builder, owned 
two small houses next door, Nos. 143 and 145, 


Early last month Mr. Brierly pulled down these 
houses to make room fora new five-story tene- 
ment. Hesaysthat before he began the work 
he wrote to Mrs. Steers notifying her of his 
design. He said he shouid dig 10 feet deep along 
her wall, which would be unsupported “and 
liable to come down.” Brierly said that Mrs. 
Stevens took no notice of his letter. Mrs. Steers 
said that she did, and referred Brierly to her 
lawyer. 

Brierly supposed that Mrs. Steers owned the 
wall, but a surveyor declared that 1t was a party 
wall. Brierly filed his application for permission 
to build with the Building Department. It was 
not signed until yesterday morning, after the 
wall had fallen, but Brierly went right along 
digging for the foundations. The foundations 
of Mrs. Steers’s nouse are only 4 feet deep, but 
Brierly kept on digging 6 feet below them, close 
to the wall. No shoring was used to protect the 
8-inch walls of the house, although J8& persons 
were living insiae of them. Mr. Doyle and his 
wife complained to Brierly and to Mrs. Steers, 
but nothing was done. 

The heavy shower of Monday night loosened 
the earth around the unprotected wall. After 
breakfast yesterday J. P. O’Sutlivan, who was 
visiting Mrs. Doyle, was reading in the parlor. 
Four women were in other parts of the house. 
The foundations began to sink into Brierly's 
ditch, the wall bulged into the open lot, and Mr. 
O’Sullivan, covered with plaster dust, found 
himself in the open air. He saw the women es- 
cape by the front stairs. Very little of the fur- 
niture fell with the débris, but the wall kept 
dropping away piecemeal, until the whole of 
Mrs. Doyle’s domestic arrangements were ex- 
posed to a staring crowd in the street. Some of 
the boarders, who had been notified, went home 
to get their things, but the house threatened to 
fall in every moment and the police would not 
let them go nearit. Mr. O’Sullivan remained on 
the street in his shirt sleeves all day, with his hat 
and coat hanging on a pegin full view, but he 
was not allowed to getthem. The tenants of the 
house went to live with friends. 

Mr. Brierly did not want to say much about the 
accident, but he would not admit that the re- 
sponsibility for it was all on his shoulders. Mrs. 
Steers said 1t was. Inspector D'’Oench said the 
house was reported all right on the books of the 
department. Brierly had no business to be dig- 
ging without permission, and particularly to go 
beneath the foundations of the house witnout 
protecting the wall. ** You have no idea what 
risks some of these builders wili take to save a 
little expense,” said the Inspector.

ASKING FOR A RECEIVER, 


RALPH BAGALEY’S SUIT AGAINST THE SOUTH 
PENNSYLVANIA ROAD. 

In the suit brought by Ralph Bagaley in 
the Superior Court of New-York City against 
the South Pennsylvania Raiiroad syndicate, the 
American Construction Company, and the South 
Pennsylvania Railrcead Company, the papers 
show that the American Construction Company 
was organized under a charter from the State of 
New-Jersey, with a nominal capital of $100,000, 
divided into 2,000 shares of $50each. The only 


stockholders of this construction company are 
George H. Kent, Clarence A. Poole, and Edmund 
L. Rodgers, and the total amount of stock held 
by these three gentlemen is 40 shares, amount- 
ing to $2,000. Onthe basis of this capital the con- 
struction company agrees with the South Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company to build a great road 
to the West for $20,080, bonds and $20,000,000 
stock of the railroad company, the entire 
amount authorized to be issued. The construc- 
tion company then made an agreement with 
what is known asthe South Pennsylvania Rail- 
road syndicate, comprising W. K. Vanderbilt, F. 
B. Gowen, 8. B. Elkins, and others to turn over 
the $40,000,000 securities for $15,000,000 in cash. 
Thus the cost of the railroad will be $15,000,000, 
while the amount of the securities issued will be 
$40,000,000, which 1s alleged by Mr. Bagaley to 
be in violation of the laws of Pennsylvania, 
which prohibit the fictitious issuance of bonds 
or stock, or, in other words, prohibit the issue 
of a greater amount of stock and bonds than is 
required to pay for work actually performed or 
property actually received. 

Mr. Bagaley turther alleges that the commit- 
tee in charge of the syndicate by reason of their 
changing the date for the delivery of the bonds 
from the time when 20 per cent. is paid in to the 
time when 50 per cent. is paid in commit a breach 
of contract. Bagaley, in accordance with the 
original agreement, when he had paid in his 20 
per cent. tendered the subsequent installment 
and demanded his bonds, but was refused. He 
claims that the money aiready paid in has been 
turned over to an irresponsible construction 
company without receiving any security there- 
for, and prays for a Receiver to take charge of 
the affairs of the syndicate, the construction 
company, and the railroad company. Bagaley’s 
subscription was for $1,100,000, and he has paid 
in $220,000—20 per cent. 


A SOURCE OF INFECTION. 

The dealers in hay and straw propose to 
begin active measures against the steamship com- 
panies for their neglect to destroy thestraw bed- 
ding used by the steerage passengers unless the 
companies mend their ways very soon. A lead- 
ing hay dealer said yesterday: ** The public does 
not know its danger from this source. When 
the Pilot Commissioners forbade the further 
throwing of the straw in the harbor, the com- 
panies invoked the aid of licensed vendors to 
help them get ridof the old bedding. It was 
turned out onthe piers and these vendors were 
either made a present of it or bought it ata low 
price. They now take it to Hoboken and Jersey 
City, where itis rebaled and sold to crockery 
dealers and others for packing purposes at 50 
cents 100 per pounds. This hurts our trade, as 
merchantable straw readily brings 70 cents. It 
is an offense against the customs laws, as foreign 
straw is dutiable at $2 per ton, and the quantity 
thus used is 300 or 400 bales, or about 100 tons 
weekly. The great danger, however, is from 
disease. Weare taking all sorts of precautions 
against the spread of cholera, and here, right un- 
der our noses, the stuff which most easily carries 
infection and which is most likely to have dis- 
ease germs within it is not only permitted to he 
landed to the amount of 100 tons weekly, but is 
scattered broadcast all over the country,carrying 
possible pestilence with it. {It is time it was 
stopped, and we propose to bring some pressure 
to bear upon the steamship companies to compel 
them to burn the stuff up. have secured the 
co-operation of -the Jersey health authorities, 
and if this does not answerwe shall appeal to 
Washington.” 

Sanitary Superintendent Day is to look after 
bedding of immigrants who were in a pest ship 
which arrived at Baltimore, and which was, ac- 
cording to a report by a Special Treasury Agent, 
sold and shipped to New-York.

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VALUE OF BILLS OF LADING. 
ae 
RAILRUADS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE AMOUNTS 
THEREIN SPECIFIED. 

The trial of a suit of special interest to 
shippers was brought toa conclusion in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. By the verdict in the 
case the liability of railroad companies, in full 
accordance with the terms of bills of lading 
issued by or for them, is established, unless the 
appellate courts shall overrule it. In England 
and in other States than this it has hitherto 
been held that the companies are liable only for 
the value of goods actuaily received br them 


for transportation, irrespective of the quantities 
specified in the bills of lading. 

In 1882 Lewis Green, Jr., a member of the firm 
of Green & Co,, of Columbus, Miss.. was special 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company. As such he was provided with bills 
of lading bearing the name of that corporation 
in conjunction with the names of the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati, and Indianapolis, Lake 
Shore, New-York Central, Boston and Maine, 
Bastern, and Nashua and Lowell Railroad Com- 

anies, which form what is known as the White 

Ane. He proved a defaulter. One means adopted 
by him to procure money was to send fraud- 
ulent bills of Jading to the East, accom- 
panied with drafts, The bills being 
prima facie evidence that goods were 
onthe way eastward, the recipients of them 
honored the drafts and Green got the money on 
them. The Cocheco Manufacturing Company, 
of Dover, N. H., honored a draft for the value 
of 200 bales of cotton, apparently shipped by 
Green & Co., of Columbus, Miss., but it never 
received any of the cotton. The Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Company, of Manchester, 
N. H., honored a draft drawn against 
1.500 bales of cotton but received only 
1,245 bales. Both manufacturing companies 
assigned tlteir claims to Charles W. Ide 
and he sued ail the railroad companies 
mentioned, laying the damages for the loss of 
the 455 bales of cotton at $25,232 28. The defense 
of the Louisville and Nashville Company was 
that it was not liable because it was not a mem- 
ber of the White Line, because the bills of lading 
were not truthful, and because it had trans- 
mitted all the cotton entrusted to it. The White 
Line companies insisted that they were released 
from liability because they had delivered all the 
cotton that was passed on to them, and 
that if the plaintiff was entitled to any 
redress it must come from the Louisville and 
Nashville Company, whose agent had signed the 
fraudulent bills of lading. The response of the 
plaintiff was that the railroad companies were 
all jointly and severally liable for the reason 
that they had allowed their names to be placed 
on the bills. Judge Lawrence, before whom the 
case was tried, refused to dismiss the complaint, 
and the jury gave the plaintiff a verdict tor 
$17,263 damages. Austen G. Fox appeared for 
the plaintiff and John L, Cadwalader, Frank 
Loomis, Charles P. Miller, Wallace Macfarlane, 
and 8. D. Tenney appeared for the railroad com- 
panies. 


BRINGING GOOD PRICES.

LIVELY BIDDING AT A LARGE SALE OF 
BLEACHED GOODS. 

Buyers from all over the country at- 
tended the auction sale of bleached goods at 
the rooms of Wilmerding, Hoguet & Co. yester- 
day. Thesale, both in the prices realized and 
the distribution of goods, was one of the most 
satisfactory and successful of recent years. So 
clamorous were the bidders that in an hour 
nearly 6,000 cases of goods, aggregating in value 


over $600,000, were disposed of, and had there 
been double the quantity offered the indications 
were that all would have been sold without diffi- 
culty and without any reduction in prices, 

The first lots offered were 2,650 cases of the 
make of the Lonsdale Mills. With the first lot 
offered the price was quickly made at 7 cents, 
the agents’ price being 734 cents, less a discount 
of 5 per cent. Most of the lots were disposed of 
at 7 cents, among the buyers being H. Claflin 
& Co., Bates, Reed & Cooley, Sweetser, Pem- 
brook & Co., of this city, and Marshall, Field & 
Co., J. V. Farwell & Co., of Chicago, and other 
leading houses of the South and West, whose 
representatives have remained in the city for 
several weeks and taken part in all the great 
sales which have taken place. The large re- 
tailing houses were also on hand and paid frac- 
tional advances for smaller lots. The 1,330 
cases of Blackstone manufacture varied from 
634 cents for XXX to 644 and 6.40 cents for the 
AA, the same anxious desire to get a line of 
these goods being manifested all around, as in 
the case of the Lonsdale goods. Fitchvilles to 
the number of 555 cases were disposed of in lots 
of 50 cases at 6 to 64% cents, and 140 cases of For- 
get-me-Nots went at 5.40 to 54 cents. The 1,215 
cases from the Hope Mills were started at 644 
cents, but after the disposal of the first lot buy- 
ers endeavored to howl each other down, and 
the price at once rose to 6.20, at which the lots, 
in parcels of 75 cases, were disposed of in a few 
minutes. 


HOW HIS MONEY WENT. 


FRASER TALKS ABOUT HIS AFFAIRS 
IN COURT. 

Capt. Hastings Hugh Fraser, the aristo- 
cratic young Scotchman who was arrested re- 
cently charged with obtaining various sums of 
money from business men in this city by means 
of worthless checks drawn on the Central Bank 
of Canada, was again before Justice Duffy at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday. 
Telegrams were produced from Toronto setting 


forth that Capt. Fraser had no funds and no ac- 
countin the bank. Counselor Price, who ap- 
peared for the prisoner, insisted that his client 
had simply overdrawn his account, and had sup- 
posed the checks would be paid whtn presented. 

The defendant made a statement in his own 
behalf, in which he said that he was 26 years of 
age and had been in this country about six 
months. The estate to which he is heir is known 
as Ardachie, Fort Augustus, Inverness-shire, at 
the head of Loch Ness. It was strictly entailed. 
He had only one brother, who was serving in 
India. He had borrowed altogether $27,000 from 
the Central Bank of Canada, a portion on a mort- 
gage and the rest on post-obits. In this city he 
met a man who induced him to go into a the- 
atrical venture by which he lost between 
$15,000 and $18,000. The Central Bank of Can- 
nada, Fraser continued, advanced him $15,000 
on notes and took a mortgage on his estate as 
collateral security. The bank had allowed him 
to overdraw his account $9,000 at one time, and 
he had got rid of about $40,000 during his so- 
journ in America. He was now temporarily 
embarrassed, and had telegraphed to England 
for funds. He did not intend, he said, to cheat 
anybody, but would pay every doilar he owea 
like a gentleman. Fraser gave his counsel the 
address of one of his Trustees, ** Gen. Doria, in 
eare of King & Co., Bankers, Pall Mall, Lon- 
don,’* to whom he desired a cablegram to be 
sent. Pending a response to the dispatch, Jus- 
tice Duffy remanded the accused until this 
afternoon.

The inspection and muster of the Twelfth 
Regiment National Guard yesterday by State 
Inspector-General Briggs occupied the hottest 
part of the afternoon.

DAMAGED BY THE ELEVATED ROAD. 

The Seventh Ward National Bank owns 
the building at the southeastern corner of Pearl- 
street and Burling-slip. It sued the New-York 
Elevated Railroad Company and the Manhattan 


Railway Company for $20,000 damages, alleging 
that they had not only lessened the value of its 
building and the lot on which the building is sit- 
uated, but had also taken, without compensating 
it, jand in Pearl-street of which it owns the fee 
and which it bas granted to the city only for 
use for ordinary street purposes. The railroad 
companies contended that Pearl-street, havin 
been athoroughfare in the Dutch and English 
colonial times,the owners of premises abutting on 
it never acquired more than an ordinary right 
of use init. On the contrary,the bank claimed 
that it owned 10 feet of the street land abso- 
lutely, under a grant of land between high and 
low water marks made to its predecessor in 1664, 
when the East River at high tide extended into 
the middle of the thoroughfare then known as 
The Strand. Judge O’Gorman ruled that the 
grant conveyed an absolute fed ina part of the 

resent street bed to the predecessor of the 

ank, and therefore to it. The jury assessed the 
damages of the bank at $5,955. E.B.& C. L. 
Cowles appeared for the bank and Julien T. 
Davies for the defendants.

The steamer Crystal Stream, 
having on board the judges, Regatta Committee, 
anda large number of guests, towed several 
of the yachts to the starting line, and 
one, the Rosetta <A., broke her tow 
line in passing through Hell Gate and 
went ashore, smashing her bow. This left the 
Nettie Thorp alone in her class. The Belle 
Beam also went ashore in Hell Gate, but she was 
not seriously damaged. There were 20 starters 
in 7 classes. The smallest two classes sailed 
a course from Oak Point around Stepping Stone 
Lighthouse and return. For all others the 
course was from Oak Point around Sand’s Point 
buoy and return, The starting gun was fired at 
llh. 41m. 203., and the several classes were 
promptly sentaway. The wind was light from 
the southwest, but the boats had the tide 
with them until they reached Throgg’s 
Neck. After that it was against them until they 
made the turn. Interest in the regatta centred 
in the race between the Lasgua and Carrie Van 
Voorhis. The latter had two minutes the ad- 
vantage at the start, but the Lasqua nearly 
closed up the gap before passing Fort Schuyler. 
Both had set their spinnakers. They passed 
Stepping Stone Light together, and then the 
Lasqua began to gain, rounding Sand’s Point 
buoy 5ls. in the lead. The wind freshened 
up and there was a fine race home. When they 
came about the Lasqua was still ahead, and she 
crossed the finish line 9m. 30s. ahead, beating the 
Carrie 10m. 808. corrected time. 

The Nettie Thorp was alone in her class, and 
the Peerless, Dandy, Gussie, Little Dean, and 
Harry C. had itall their own way in their sev- 
eral classes, each turning the buoy or lighthouse 
ahead of her competitors and each finishing a 
winner.

THE NEW LIGHTHOUSES. 


MADE OF CAST OR WROUGHT IRON IN THE 
FOUNDRIES AND QUICKLY PUT UP. 


For three months workmen at the Col 
well Iron Works have been casting plates for the 
huge shell of the iron light tower for the Dela- 
ware Breakwater, of Delaware Bay. Yesterday 
the structure towered from the floor through 
the roof like the frustrum ofa cone, having a 
circumference at the base of 66 feet and 54 at 
the top, which will rise about 80 feet above 
water. This form of light tower represents the 
latest phase in structures of its kind. It has 
been recently adopted by the United States 
Lighthouse Board, and from this time on 


dozens of its kind will be constructed. The cost 
is trifling compared with the old structures of 
masonry, and only three or four months’ time 
is required in building. 

The Colwell tower is to be placed on one of the 
most exposed points of the coast. The specifica- 
tions therefore called forthe most skillful work- 
manship. About 150 buge cast iron plates com- 
prising it have been carefully tested by 
Government engineers. The entire tower has been 
put together in the foundry, and will soon be 
placed on strong concrete foundations provided 
for it. The construction comprises four courses 
or section rooms, the first of 15 and the 
others of 16 plates each, of  five-eighths 
inch thickness. ‘hese are bolted together on 
the inside by means of flanges, and are so placed 
that the plates of one course break joints with 
those of others. This tower issurmounted by a 
circular watch room made of nine plates, and 
this by an octagonal lantern, capped by a copper 
ventilating ball, through which is run a brass 
pinnacle tipped with platinum. The floors of 
the sections are composed of radiating plates, 
supported by a cast iron column 8 feet in circum- 
ference. The five floors are accessible by stair- 
ways, and two galleries surround the watch room 
and lantern. All lighthouses will hereafter be 
made insome foundry, taken apart for ship- 
ment after inspection, and put up again on their 
foundations. Those standing directly in the 
water will be made of wrought iron and others 
of castiron. The shells have brick interlined 
and receive their lenses from France. Lenses 
are not yet madein this country, and Fresnel, 
ot France, hasan undisputed key tothe Treas- 
ury at Washington,
